The  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  in  1969  with  Walter 
Silveira  as  Chairman,  Victor  N.  Fleurent,  clerk  and  Kenneth  M. 
Wood,  Jr.,  as  Veterans’  Agent. 

“Free  Cash”  or  available  funds  certified  by  the  Department 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation  was  $171,922.00  as  of  January  1, 
1970. 

The  Board  has  offered  their  services  and  met  many  times 
with  the  newly-formed  Board  of  Public  Works  to  help  them 
correlate  the  duties  of  the  many  divisions  under  their  jurisdiction. 

The  Town  began  the  six-million  dollar  sewerage  project  which 
is  the  largest  project  ever  undertaken  by  the  Town. 

The  availability  of  water  for  our  townspeople  has  been  a 
source  of  concern  to  this  Board  and  all  our  townspeople.  Steps 
have  been  taken,  however,  to  have  a comprehensive  engineering 
survey  to  develop  a Master  Plan  for  alleviating  our  water  supply 
distribution  and  storage  deficiencies.  Currently  we  are  taking 
steps  to  tie-in  a 12”  water  line  with  the  City  of  New  Bedford 
and  a Special  Town  Meeting  is  being  planned  to  take  care 
of  this  matter  and  also  to  obtain  funds  for  a new  water  tower. 

Under  the  able  chairmanship  of  Mr.  William  Potter,  the 
Chairman  of  our  Industrial  Development  Commission,  we  were 
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successful  in  obtaining  a “Technical  Assistance  Planning  Grant” 
from  the  E.D.A.  to  study  the  possibility  of  developing  an  Indus- 
trial Park  in  the  area  recently  zoned  industrial. 

A contraet  was  approved  by  the  Mass.  Division  of  Waterways 
for  the  correction  of  the  Cushman  Park  drainage  problem  and 
we  were  advised  that  this  work  would  commence  within  the 
next  few  weeks. 

The  Council  on  Aging  was  re-activated  with  a promise  from 
the  Commonwealth  of  obtaining  some  financial  assistance  to  keep 
the  program  going. 

Group  Medical  Insurance  coverage  for  all  town  employees 
was  increased  as  well  as  liability  eoverage  on  all  town-owned 
or  operated  vehicles.  This  year  we  are  requesting  an  additional 
sum  of  money  to  increase  the  coverage  on  town-owned  buildings 
and  eontents.  We  hope  to  bring  the  coverage  on  our  buildings 
to  a more  realistic  figure  by  increasing  values  gradually. 

A Personnel  Board  was  formed  and  Town  Meeting  will  be 
asked  to  approve  a By-Law  with  a request  for  an  outside  firm 
to  make  up  a Comprehensive  Classification  and  Pay  Plan  to 
correct  many  inequities  in  salaries,  sick  leave,  vaeations,  etc. 

The  Building  Department  and  the  Board  of  Health  offices 
were  combined  as  one  for  a more  efficient  operation. 

In  the  warrant  for  this  year,  we  are  asking  for  a sum  of 
money  to  install  school  traffic  safety  zones  at  all  schools.  The 
sums  spent  will  be  wholly  re-imbursed  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  under  funds  allocated  under  Chapter  616  of  the 
Acts  of  1967. 

New  fees  for  all  liquor  licensees  were  established  to  bring 
them  more  in  line  with  the  surrounding  communities  and  add 
much-needed  revenue  to  the  town. 

Our  Civil  Defense  activities  have  been  increased  by  the  trans- 
fer of  headquarters  to  the  former  Water  Company  building.  This 
group  of  dedicated  volunteers  have  continued  to  expand  their 
services  to  the  community. 

This  year  we  are  requesting  one  additional  police  car  along 
with  a new  ambulance,  radar  equipment  and  walkie-talkies  to 
increase  the  serviees  rendered  by  our  Police  Department.  The 
inerease  in  the  crime  rate  necessitates  updating  this  depart- 
ment with  more  men  and  equipment. 

The  new  piece  of  fire  apparatus  was  received  and  is  now  in 
operation  at  Engine  3.  New  men  will  be  added  to  the  Eire 
Department  with  the  approval  by  the  electorate  of  the  42-hour 
work  week. 
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Town  Meeting  voted  the  aceeptance  of  the  statue  giving 
permission  for  the  purchase  by  the  town  of  uniforms  for  the 
police  and  fire  department  personnel. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Rep.  William  Q.  MacLean,  the  Fort 
Phoenix  area  has  continued  to  grow.  This  year  new  tennis  courts 
and  a skating  area  were  completed  and  have  been  used  to  a 
great  extent.  Along  these  lines,  the  newly-formed  Recreation 
Commission  has  developed  an  outstanding  athletic  program  for 
the  youth  and  have  expanded  many  of  their  services. 

The  Flag  Day  Committee  under  the  capable  supervision  of 
Mr.  Kenneth  V.  Lavallee  sponsored  a very  impressive  Flag  Day 
ceremony  at  Cushman  Park. 

Town  Hall  offices  are  experimenting  with  a new  plan  of 
opening  two  hours  on  Monday  night  to  give  our  people  addi- 
tional service.  However,  up  to  this  point,  the  number  of  people 
using  this  service  has  not  proven  that  it  is  worthwhile.  We  will, 
however,  continue  on  a trial  basis  and  allow  our  people  to 
make  known  their  views  on  this  matter. 

Fairhaven  continues  to  stride  forward  in  improving  and  add- 
ing town  services.  This  has  only  been  accomplished  by  the  whole- 
hearted cooperation  of  all.  The  collective  action  and  efforts  of 
our  many  dedicated  officials  and  employees  have  made  the  vast 
improvement  and  will  continue  to  bring  Fairhaven’s  progress 
forward.

FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  was  voted  into  office  on  February 
3,  1969  and  held  its  first  organization  meeting  on  February  4, 
1969.  Since  that  time  the  Board  has  met  once  each  week  in 
regular  session  and  at  many  other  times,  when  pertinent  business 
required  their  attention. 

Since  the  Board’s  inception,  the  mission  of  unifying  four  (4) 
divisions  with  their  diversified  functions  and  responsibilities,  has 
been  no  little  task.  However,  major  changes  for  the  good  have 
resulted  from  the  close  interest  by  the  commissioners.  The  Water 
and  Sewer  Divisions  are  headed  by  very  knowledgeable  people. 
The  Highway  Division  did  not  have  a permanent  head  until  the 
Board  appointed  a most  able  superintendent  in  March  of  1969. 

This  first  year  of  operation  has  resulted  in  a more  informed 
Board  that  is  now  planning  and  developing  projects  for  1970, 
which  will  far  surpass  1969  in  their  scope  of  meaningful  value  to 
the  town. 

The  Board  had  to  cope  with  a most  severe  water  shortage 
during  the  summer  of  1969.  It  is  believed  that  this  shortage 
was  caused  by  inaction  over  the  years  due  to  lack  of  vision 
and  planning,  in  not  anticipating  the  future  needs  of  a growing 
town.  This  water  problem  is  still  in  the  forefront,  it  is  the  number 
one  focal  spot.  With  perseverance,  it  too  will  be  solved. 

The  Board  is  forever  mindful  of  the  taxpayers,  and  we  are 
attempting  at  all  levels  to  extract  the  maximum  work  effort,  with 
efficiency  from  our  personnel  in  their  performance  of  services  to 
the  town.  “Hold  the  line  on  all  unnecessary  spending”  is  the 
watchword  of  all  departments. 

To  aid  materially  to  the  overall  effort,  it  is  hoped  that 
necessary  and  adequate  equipment  will  be  provided  to  aid  and 
abet  a minimum  work  force  in  accomplishing  much  unfinished 
work  concerned  with  streets,  drainage,  parks  and  the  like. 

In  order  that  this  and  future  Boards  can  function  to  its  full 
potential,  it  is  believed  that  consideration  should  be  given  by  the 
voters  as  to  future  size  and  make  up  of  this  most  important  town 
body.  If  new  precincts  are  added,  hence  more  members,  it  is 
questioned  whether  a larger  Board  could  operate  as  efficiently 
as  the  existing  unit,  with  is  present  membership. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  will  be  ever  grateful  for  the 
cooperation  and  assistance  it  has  received,  since  its  inception, 
from  the  honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  towm  agencies. 
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boards  and  committees;  for  without  their  interest  and  cooperation 
our  job  would  have  been  insurmountable. 

The  Board  is  open  to  construetive  suggestions  from  all  the 
residents  of  the  town.  Their  mission  is  to  provide  services  they 
desire  for  the  least  dollar  cost  possible.  The  town’s  aeceptance 
of  our  efforts  in  their  behalf  this  past  year  has  been  a source 
of  pride  and  encouragement  to  us  all. 

In  conclusion  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  the  obligations 
involved  in  the  proper  function  of  a town  body,  such  as  ours,  is 
as  complex  in  every  facet,  as  that  of  a large  eity,  size  and 
number  of  equipment  and  personnel  being  a small  factor.  The 
Board  at  its  inception  met  as  strangers  and  at  this  year’s  end, 
due  to  many  meetings,  involving  constructive  debate  on  many  im- 
portant issues,  have  aecomplished  a strong  and  mutual  under- 
standing and  this  situation  has  created  a bonded,  independent, 
functional  group,  capable  of  meeting  the  tremendous  demands 
of  the  future  — Town  of  Fairhaven.

REPORT  OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


It  is  a great  privilege  for  me  to  be  associated  with  a 
tolerant  and  understanding  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  with 
having  worked  with  most  capable  department  heads  and  their 
men.  I know  first-hand  of  the  deep  loyalty,  of  the  energy  and 
industry  that  the  men  and  women  in  this  branch  of  the  ser- 
vice devoted  to  the  town.  I have  been  impressed  by  the  high 
degree  of  skill  possessed  by  our  employees.  The  rnassive  work 
load  completed  this  year  attests  to  this. 

The  Board  inherited  an  operation  with  the  most  incomplete 
set  of  records  and  utility  drawings  imaginable.  Little  by  little 
this  deficit  of  required  information  is  being  overcome.  We  are 
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now  concentrating  on  analyzing  and  improvement  of  existing  work 
proeedures,  in  hopes  of  developing  an  organization  competent  to 
perform  any  task  assigned,  in  a creditable  manner. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  office,  in  addition  to  directing 
normal  public  works  responsibilities,  is  now  concerned  with  the 
major  construction  now  being  performed  in  the  town,  which 
requires  close  scrutiny,  as  to  compliance  with  the  intended  design, 
and  with  constant  review  of  requests  for  partial  money  payments, 
based  on  percentage  of  completion. 

The  work  breakdown  that  follows  is  quite  satisfying,  but  at 
the  wishes  and  will  of  the  electorate  a more  ambitious  xerogram 
is  planned  for  the  calendar  year  1970  and  could  include  the  follow- 
ing: 

Access  Road  to  Sconticut  Neck 
Cushman  Park  drainage 
Cushman  Park  reconditioning 
Cushman  Park  Lighting  System  ( donated  ) 

West  Island  Beach  expansion 
Fort  Phoenix  Rehabilitation 

It  has  been  a good  year  of  high  accomplishment.  Support 
from  all  the  commissioners  to  this  united  effort  has  been  out- 
standing. Without  their  giving  of  their  every  free  m.oment  and 
their  full  cooperation,  this  tremendous  effort  by  each  and  every 
employee  would  not  have  been  possible.

REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  had  an  extremely  active  year  in  1969,  as 
the  following  report  will  indicate. 

In  addition  to  accomplishing  normal  maintenance  and  repair 
to  the  65  miles  of  existing  roads  and  pavements,  the  work  des- 
cribed below  indicates  the  magniture  of  this  year’s  new  construc- 
tion program,  accomplished  with  the  minimum  of  trained  personnel 
and  with  some  equipment  of  dubious  vintage  and  condition. 

Using  the  accepted  practices  of  the  trade  of  road  construc- 
tion where  required,  including  excavation,  reshaping,  grading, 
gravel  base  course,  and  finished  surface,  together  with  curbing, 
and  drainage,  the  following  roads  were  worked  on  or  completed: 
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Harding  Road,  Saratoga  Street,  Holiday  Drive,  Fort  Street  (from 
Doane  Street  to  Fort  Road),  Hill  Street,  Stevens  Street,  Manuel 
Street,  Ash  Street  ( including  300  feet  drainage  with  3 catch 
basins).  Long  Road,  Bellevue  Street,  West  Island  Road,  Farm- 
field  Street,  South  Chestnut  (200  feet  drainage  only).  New  Boston 
Road  (278  feet  drainage),  Egypt  Lane  (48  feet  18”  RC  only). 
Camel  Street  (60  ft.  of  12”  corr.  only). 

Approximately  14,600  linear  feet  of  existing  natural  drainage 
ditches  were  cleaned  requiring  in  many  cases  removal  of  second 
growth  of  brush  and  vegetation.  At  Bellevue  2 - 12”  and  Harding 
Road  3 - 30”  eixsting  deteriorated  head  walls  were  replaced. 

There  were  approximately  1,000  catch  basins  cleaned,  with 
about  20  requiring  new  covers  that  were  pre-cast  by  the  division. 

Miscellaneous  work  that  accounted  for  a sizeable  portion  of 
the  division  limited  manpower  and  appropriation  were  used  in 


the  following  manner:

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REPORT  OF  REFUSE  DIVISION 


The  problem  of  refuse  disposal  is  nation  wide,  cost  is  astro- 
nomical. Fairhaven’s  position  in  this  instant  is  reasonably  inexpen- 
sive. By  adopting  a covered  below  ground  method  of  disposal,  it 
is  well  below  the  national  cost  average  per  ton  for  compacted 
refuse. 

This  lower  cost  per  ton  is  due  to  astute  planning  and  the 
use  of  equipment  of  sufficient  size  to  do  the  job.  At  the  disposal 
site  a rented  crane  with  drag  line  opens  a trench  25  feet  deep. 
Prior  depth  10  feet  was  the  maximum.  Refuse  is  dumped  into 
trench  and  compacted  with  bulldozer,  then  covered.  This  method 
is  proving  to  be  the  best  method  of  disposal  to  date  and  results 
in  maximum  use  of  land  available  for  this  purpose. 

Future  plans  for  this  disposal  site  includes  general  grading 
of  covered  area,  site  improvement  with  seeding,  installation  of 
fencing  and  general  policing. 

Praise  is  in  order  for  the  men  who  pick  up  the  refuse  and 
load  the  load  packers  — the  job  is  hazardous  and  unpleasant.  Not 
every  man  is  able  to  do  this  type  of  work.  In  keeping  with  the 
nature  of  this  job  an  incentive  pay  raise  has  been  negotiated  for 
those  who  perform  it. 

Ever  mindful  of  good  safety  practices,  the  men  who  ride  the 
out  riggers  on  the  ]3ackers  are  equipped  with  reflector  safety  belts 
and  the  packers  equipped  with  flashing  lights.  With  this  in  mind, 
it  is  intended  to  hold  tri-monthly  safety  meetings  for  all  personnel 
involved  in  this  operation. 

With  prudent  planning  and  constant  improvement  in  methods 
of  disposal,  the  existing  refuse  disposal  area  should  serve  the 
town  another  ten  (10)  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  DIVISION 

The  newly  formed  Board  of  Public  Works  assumed  respons- 
ibility of  49.9  acres  of  parks  in  1969. 

A new  little  league  backstop  was  installed  at  Cushman  Park. 
The  Board  of  Public  Works  gave  endorsement  to  the  town  veterans 
for  use  of  Willow  Park  as  a Veterans’  Memorial. 

The  eight-week  program  of  recreation  was  continued  this 
past  summer  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Thomas  Mendell. 
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The  comfort  station  at  Livesey  Park  has  been  equipped  with 
lights  and  electric  heat. 

An  ambitious  program  for  park  general  rehabilitation  is 
scheduled  for  1970. 

An  ever-growing  summer  program  at  West  Island  was  con- 
ducted this  past  season.  The  swimming  and  general  supervision 
at  the  beach  was  under  the  leadership  of  Bruce  Ingham  and  Philip 
Gidley,  Jr. 

Beach  permits  were  issued  to  users  of  this  West  Island  facility 
and  produced  $740.00  revenue  for  the  town.  Intended  use  of  this 
W^est  Island  facility  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Interior. 

Special  thanks  is  accorded  Mr.  George  Graves  for  his  close 
and  cordial  assistance  to  the  Board  in  directing  a continually 
expanding  recreation  program  in  the  parks.  His  utilization  of 
knowledgeable  people  in  this  field  was  outstanding.

REPORT  OF  SEWER  DIVISION 

The  Sewer  Division  is  charged  with  the  maintenance  and  ope- 
ration of  approximately  28.5  miles  of  sewer  line  together  with 
four  (4)  pumping  stations  with  their  related  equipment.  In  1970- 
1971,  2.6  miles  of  new  sewerage  lines,  three  (3)  pumping  stations 
and  a most  sophisticated  treatment  plant  will  be  added  to  their 
responsibilities. 

During  1969  there  were  2,537  sewer  connections  in  use.  522 
feet  of  8 inch  new  service  mains  were  installed.  Maintenance  and 
clearing  of  approximately  20  miles  of  8 inch  sewer  mains,  clear- 
ing of  house  connections  and  general  maintenance  in  the  pump- 
ing stations  constituted  the  major  work  accomplished.  $3,757.00  was 
added  to  the  town  by  installation  of  new  sewer  connections. 

New  construction  of  sewerage  project  now  underway  re- 
quires manpower  from  the  division  for  locating  sewer  connections 
to  prevent  costly  breaks  and  flow  interruption  where  possible. 
During  this  calendar  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  train  sewer 
personnel  as  operating  personnel  for  the  new  sewerage  treatment 
plant.  This  type  of  training  usually  is  accomplished  at  out-of- 
town  training  schools  or  sites  and  is  generally  considered  com- 
plete and  most  necessary. 

Soon  the  town  will  be  asked  to  adopt  a set  of  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  prescribed  by  the  Gommonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
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which  are  considered  necessary  for  the  proper  and  safe  opera- 
tion of  the  new  sewerage  treatment  facility.

REPORT  OF  WATER  DIVISION 

This  division  is  the  only  self-sufficient  department  in  town. 
In  1969  returns  of  approximately  $162,000.00  was  added  in  revenue 
to  the  town  at  an  operational  cost  of  approximately  $126,000.00. 
This  water  is  supplied  to  approximately  5,000  customers.  Water 
produced  from  60  shallow  tubular  wells  21’  at  Fairhaven  and  39’  at 
Mattapoisett  provided  the  revenue,  together  with  free  water  for 
fire  protection  and  all  Fairhaven  public  buildings. 

The  system  consists  of  two  (2)  pumping  stations  (one 
Fairhaven  & one  Mattapoisett)  providing  an  average  daily  supply 
of  1,240,000  gallons  of  water.  The  distribution  system  consists  of 
approximately  56  miles  of  mains  with  401  fire  hydrants,  837 
gate  valves,  5,000  meters  and  related  equipment. 

In  addition  to  operation  and  maintenance  of  pumping  equip- 
ment, work  at  the  pumping  station  consists  of  seasonal  cleaning 
of  the  60  shallow  wells  ( 21  ft. ) and  the  repairing  of  approximately 
100  meters  per  year  in  the  test  shop,  where  test  equipment  is 
available.  Eight  to  ten  hydrants  are  rebuilt  each  year  (cost  of  new 
one  250.00  ea. ) 

The  dry  season  of  1969,  resulted  in  a very  severe  water  short- 
age, so  severe,  that  restrictions  for  unnecessary  use  of  water  were 
in  effect.  To  forestall  a repeat  of  this  condition,  the  entire  Board 
with  its  superintendent  and  consulting  engineers  have  been  hunt- 
ing for  an  adequate  supply  for  future  use  and  exploring  sources 
for  emergency  supplies  until  new  fields  can  be  developed. 

As  of  this  writing,  the  Board  has  been  able  to  procure  from 
the  New  Bedford  Water  Board  permission  to  tie  in  a temporary 
12”  supply  line  which  should  ease  our  anticipated  critical  water 
situation  during  the  summer  months  of  1970. 

Extensive  rehabilitation  of  the  electric  system,  and  the  addi- 
tion of  automatic  equipment  at  the  Mattapoisett  Station  will  alle- 
viate constant  surveillance  of  pumping  equipment,  protect  irre- 
placeable machinery,  and  substantially  reduce  the  need  for  stand- 
by personnel  at  this  site  — hence  reducing  an  overtime  factor  of 
concern  within  this  division.

This  board  has  met  regularly  throughout  1969.  All  complaints, 
nuisances  and  requests  have  been  attended  to  promptly,  with  con- 
cern for  the  majority  involved. 

No  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  been  reported.  Supervi- 
sion of  tuberculosis  patients  is  carried  out  by  the  Community 
Nursing  Service. 

12  Premature  Infants  were  bom  to  Fairhaven  residents  this 

year. 

Our  preventative  program  has  included  the  following  clinics: 

12  Sabin  Oral  Polio  Clinics  355  immunizations 

3 Measles,  D.P.T.,  D.T.  and  Small  pox  164  immunizations 

1 Mumps  Clinic  156  immunizations 

The  Bristol  County  Mental  Health  Clinic  reports  65  patients 
were  examined  and  83  visits  were  made.  Social  Worker  has  297 
waiting  to  be  seen.  There  were  11  cases  closed  and  10  new  cases 
reported. 

The  TB  X-ray  program  reported  a population  of  16,  708,  per 
capita  cost  of  $.125. 

Two  Dog  Rabies  Clinics  were  scheduled  with  Dr.  George 
Walmsley,  Veterinarian,  in  charge.  A total  of  339  dogs  received 
rabies  shots  and  tags  were  issued  to  owners.

All  stores  and  restaurants,  rest  homes,  clubs  and  school  cafe- 
terias have  been  inspected  at  least  twice  this  year.  Owners  have 
been  most  cooperative  in  complying  with  the  Board  of  Health  regu- 
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lations.  Swimming  pools  have  also  been  included  in  the  Sani- 
tarian’s inspections. 

Dr.  Edward  L.  Soares  reports  on  the  Water  Pollution  Com- 
mittee : 

“The  duties  of  the  Committee  are  to  carry  out  the  town’s  pre- 
vention of  waterfront  pollution  of  all  areas  with  emphasis  on 
the  protection  of  all  marsh  lands,  estuaries  and  shellfish  propa- 
gation areas  that  contribute  to  the  maintenance  of  clean  beaches 
for  swimming  and  raising  and  protection  of  its  natural  sea  food. 

The  Public  Health  Department  has  made  a quick  survey  of 
the  above  in  1968  and  brought  attention  to  specific  areas.  The 
Committee  met,  surveyed  them,  later  met  with  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  the  department  made  recommendations  necessary 
for  the  correction  of  the  above  that  shellfish  areas  may  be  improved 
to  avoid  closing  of  the  same. 

In  some  instances  tl  e Tov  n will  have  to  make  some  small 
investment  in  order  to  change  some  sewage  drainage  problems; 
in  others,  it  is  a private  problem.  This  will  also  take  foot- work 
to  a greater  extent  than  ever  before  taken. 

Recently  the  Public  Health  Department  again  brought  to 
our  attention  the  severity  of  the  pollution  problem  and  the 
question  of  maintenance  of  some  shellfish  areas  in  the  future. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Community  to  carry  out  all  necessary 
procedure  for  the  abatement  of  these  problems.”

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Community  Nursing  Service 

Community  nursing  provides  nursing  service  on  a family 
centered  basis  for  individuals  and  groups.  It  encompasses  health 
promotion,  the  prevention  of  disease  or  disability  as  well  as  the 
care  of  illness. 

Health  promotion  is  defined  as,  “all  nursing  service  to  appa- 
rently well  individuals  of  all  ages  for  the  primary  purpose  of 
guiding  them  to  healthful  living  to  prevent  illness  and  promote 
optimum  health.” 

The  following  health  promotion  and  prevention  of  disease  visits 
were  made  by  the  nurses  in  1969,  made  possible  in  part  by  the 
appropriation  from  the  town:

The  Community  Nurse  Association  of  Fairhaven  provides  a 
combined  service  of  public  health  nursing  and  visiting  nursing 
to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven,  thereby,  avoiding 
duplication  of  services. 

The  agency  is  certified  under  the  Medicare  Program  as  a 
Home  Health  Agency,  permitting  patients  to  receive  nursing  ser- 
vices, speech  therapy,  occupational  therapy,  physical  therapy, 
medical  social  work  and  home  health  aide  service. 

Contracts  were  signed  with  the  Easter  Seal  Society  and  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  to  provide  the  above  services  except  for  nursing. 
The  agency  employs  its  own  nurses. 

The  nurses  continued  to  assist  the  Fairhaven  Board  of  Health 
in  conducting  poliomyelitis,  measles,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus,  smallpox  clinics.  This  year  the  mumps  immunization  pro- 
gram was  begum  by  conducting  a clinic  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

Supervision  of  tuberculosis  patients  was  carried  out  by  the 
nurses.  The  following  visits  were  made:

Acute  Communicable  Nursing  Visits  41 
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One  tuberculosis  patient  was  at  Norfolk  County  Hospital  and 
left  against  advice.  He  was  later  re-hospitalized.  An  active  tuber- 
culosis patient  moved  to  Fairhaven  during  the  year  and  refused 
hospitalization  at  the  time,  but  is  now  considering  returning  to 
the  hospital.  Another  active  tuberculosis  patient  was  discharged 
from  the  Veterans  Administration  Hospital  in  Providence,  Rhode 
Island.  An  active  tuberculosis  patient  was  found  to  be  in  a nursing 
home,  so  the  Community  Nurses  skin  tested  all  the  patients  and 
positive  reactions  were  X-Rayed. 

All  contacts  were  skin  tested  or  X-Rayed.  All  inactive  pa- 
tients and  their  contacts  have  been  visited  during  the  year  for 
health  guidance  and  supervision. 

Forty-one  acute  communicable  disease  visits  were  made  with 
the  majority  of  them  regarding  infectious  hepatitis  cases  and  their 
contacts. 

Assistance  was  given  at  the  following  clinics  held  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Board  of  Health.

Under-graduate  students  from  St.  Lukes  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  in  New  Bedford  continued  to  come  on  an  affiliation  to 
observe  maternal  and  child  health  nursing,  as  done  in  a public 
health  nursing  agency. 

The  nurses  made  4,806  visits  during  the  year  of  which  149 
were  office  visits. 

The  nurses  carry  on  their  work  through  an  appropriation 
from  the  town,  an  allotment  from  the  United  Fund  of  Greater 
New  Bedford,  reimbursements  from  Blue  Cross  under  Medicare 
and  fees  from  patients,  insurance  companies  and  welfare  depart- 
ments. 

The  nurses  continued  in  visiting  under  the  Home  Visit  Pro- 
grams under  the  Division  of  Communicable  Diseases,  State 
Department  of  Public  Health,  checking  on  the  level  of  immuni- 
zation in  the  community.

Gentlemen : 

Again  this  year  all  street  trees  throughout  the  Town  have 
been  sprayed  with  a dormant  spray  as  well  as  a summer  spray. 

This  past  year  I have  removed  49  Elm  trees  and  44  miscella- 
neous type  trees.  I have  also  planted  50  trees  this  year. 

I have  trimmed  a large  number  of  trees  and  removed  dead 
limbs  all  over  . Town,  and  saved  32  trees  by  surgery.  We  also 
handled  54  emergency  night  calls  this  past  year.

During  the  year  1969  we  have  placed  our  efforts  into  the  thin- 
ning of  planted  pine  in  the  town  forest  area  to  the  rear  of  the 
East  Fairhaven  School.  Work  on  the  area  comprising  the  top 
half  east  of  the  second  stone  wall  boundary  has  been  completed. 
The  pines  have  been  thinned  and  pruned  to  allow  for  the  proper 
growth  and  development  of  each  tree.  The  area  has  been  cleared 
of  brush  and  debris  thereby  eliminating  any  possible  fire  hazard 
to  the  surrounding  property.  Poison  ivy  was  very  prevalent  along 
the  first  stone  wall  bordering  the  school  playground  and  in  the 
open  lot  bordering  the  septic  system.  This  has  been  sprayed 
and  the  weed  destroyed  so  as  to  eliminate  any  possible  source 
of  infection. 

Future  work  for  1970  is  planned  for  the  bottom  half  of  the 
standing  pine  to  the  west  of  the  second  stone  wall  boundary. 
This  area  is  in  dire  need  of  thinning,  pruning  and  brush  removal. 

This  type  of  work  is  an  excellent  conservation  project  and 
contributes  greatly  to  the  preservation  of  one  of  the  town’s 
natural  resources.  We  hope  that  the  Town  Meeting  will  endorse 
our  efforts  in  this  field  and  continue  to  provide  the  small  amount 
of  funds  necessary  to  sustain  this  program  for  the  ensuing  year.

Your  Civil  Defense  has  been  very  aetive  this  year.  We  have 
been  called  upon  to  do  numerous  things  and  have  been  able  to 
complete  whatever  we  had  to  do. 

Our  Ambulance  as  of  December  31,  1969  logged  in  one 
hundred  and  seventy-four  (174)  runs.  Some  of  these  runs  have 
been  emergencies,  transfers  to  Boston,  Providence,  Otis,  Union 
and  St.  Luke’s  Hospitals.  It  stood  by  for  a number  of  fires  and 
for  different  organizations.  The  men  on  the  ambulance  hold  first- 
aid  cards  (Standard  and  Advance)  and  are  all  volunteers  de- 
voted to  their  work.  They  are  on  from  6 p.m.  to  11  p.m.  every 
night. 

The  Light  and  Power  truck  has  been  used  on  several  occa- 
sions for  drownings,  lighting  up  areas  for  the  fire  department, 
flag  festival,  accidents  and  for  High  School  athletics. 

The  Rescue  Truck  is  equipped  for  any  type  of  emergencies. 
It  has  tools  to  take  on  any  type  of  job,  plus  a generator  to  back 
up  the  Light  and  Power  truck. 

We  also  have  a rolling  First-Aid  Bus  that  can  carry  17 
passengers  and  5 litters.  This  is  also  used  for  any  organizational 
functions  to  give  fhst-aid.  It  was  in  Middleboro  as  a first-aid 
station  while  men  were  on  search  for  a missing  person. 

Your  Civil  Defense  at  this  time  would  like  to  thank  the 
Police  Department  and  Fire  Department  for  their  fullest  coopera- 
tion, especially  Police  Chief  Raphael  and  Fire  Chief  Macomber. 

Your  Civil  Defense  this  year  logged  in  12,893  hours  and 
would  like  to  see  some  volunteers  to  help  us  further  our  program.

This  year  the  Fire  Department  answered  403  Calls  for  fires, 
emergency  resuscitator  calls,  flooding  conditions,  stand-by  ser- 
vice for  West  Island  during  construction  of  the  Bailey  Bridge. 
Engine  No.  3 was  delivered  in  December  and  put  into  service 
in  North  Fairhaven.  Station  No.  3 was  shingled  on  the  back 
side  and  the  roof  repaired.  Station  No.  5 trim  was  painted.  This 
year  we  are  asking  money  to  shingle  one  side  of  Station  No.  5. 
Painting  is  scheduled  for  the  Police  side  of  the  building  in  the 
interior,  for  this  year.  We  are  asking  extra  money  this  year  for 
hose  to  replace  hose  that  was  taken  out  of  service  due  to  porous 
condition.  This  hose  was  around  35  to  40  years  old.  The  Board 
of  Fire  Engineers  at  this  time  would  like  to  thank  the  personnel 
of  the  department  for  their  cooperation,  especially  in  their  res- 
ponse to  fire  calls.  This  last  year  we  had  103  Bell  Alarms  which 
is  a record  number  of  Bell  Alarms  for  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Depart- 
ment.

Fire  Alarm 

The  year  1969  was  a busy  year  especially  in  work  that  had 
to  be  done  for  the  Utility  companies  in  the  changeover  of  poles. 
Wire  was  replaced  that  had  been  in  service  for  a number  of  years. 
Box  wiring  was  replaced  due  to  corrosion  from  salt  air.  The  An- 
thony School  and  the  Tripp  School  were  connected  to  head- 
quarters by  master  boxes.  Money  was  appropriated  for  heat  de- 
tectors in  these  same  schools  which  are  connected  to  the  master 
panel.  This  means  that  these  schools  are  protected  twenty-four 
hours  a day  by  heat  detectors.  I am  asking  for  money  in  a sepa- 
rate article  this  year  in  the  Town  Warrent  for  heat  detectors 
to  be  installed  in  the  Rogers  School.  Each  year  we  shall  ask 
for  same  until  every  school  is  completed.

Crime  strikes  when  we  least  expect  it.  The  challenge  to  Our 
Free  Society  by  the  criminal  element  has  continued  to  rise  nation- 
ally. Your  police  department  has  seen  the  crime  rate  grow  to  a 
new  high  in  your  town  during  the  past  year. 

Armed  robberies,  muggings  and  burglaries  occurred  in  Fair- 
haven  last  year.  We  had  two  armed  robberies  and  two  muggings. 
A record  of  193  homes  and  business  places  were  burglarized  in 
your  town  in  1969.  Auto  thefts  increased  84%  and  larcenies  in- 
creased proportionately.  Your  police  department  investigated  a 
total  of  5,576  complaints  in  the  year  1969.  This  represents  an  in- 
crease of  33  1A3%  over  year  1968  when  4,297  complaints  were 
investigated. 

The  narcotic  problem  is  still  with  us.  It  is  not  in  open  as 
much  as  it  was  in  the  past,  but  it  is  still  here.  The  increase  in 
our  crime  rate  can  be  attributed  to  the  narcotic  problem.  It  is 
a known  fact  that  the  addict  has  to  steal  in  order  to  satisfy 
his  habit.  We  arrested  several  persons  for  burglary  and  it  revealed 
that  they  were  on  the  narcotic  kick. 

Traffic  on  Rtes  195  and  6 plus  the  Bailey  Bridge  was  also 
a problem  that  your  police  personnel  had  to  contend  with.  A 
total  of  394  accidents  were  recorded  and  investigated  last  year. 
These  accidents  resulted  in  the  death  of  six  persons  on  our  high- 
ways and  injuries  to  383  persons.  This  is  an  increase  of  33  1/3% 
more  injuries  than  in  1968. 

Tragedy  struck  our  town  in  the  wake  of  two  fires  and  one 
drowning  last  year.  As  a result  of  the  fires  and  drowning  one 
adult  and  three  minor  children  perished  in  these  fires.  One 
teenager  died  as  a result  of  drowning.  We  also  had  two  bodies 
wash  ashore  and  three  deaths  were  recorded  as  a result  of  suicides. 

Your  police  department  was  overwhelmed  with  ambulance 
runs  in  1969.  A total  of  602  ambulance  runs  were  made  by  police 
department.  In  addition  100  or  more  ambulance  runs  were  assigned 
to  your  Civil  Defense  Unit  in  cases  of  emergency. 
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A camp  inspections  program  was  inaugurated  during  the 
months  of  October,  November  and  December.  It  will  be  continued 
until  next  Spring.  This  program  involves  checking  of  all  summer 
cottages  and  homes  which  have  been  closed  for  the  winter  months. 
These  homes  are  checked  to  make  sure  that  they  have  been 
secured  properly  by  the  owners  when  they  closed  up  for  the  winter. 

The  new  gun  registration  law  also  added  to  our  work  load. 
As  a result  of  the  bicycle  registration,  gun  carrying  permits  and 
the  gun  registrations  your  police  department  took  in  a total 
of  $1,405.75  as  revenue  to  your  town. 

I wish  at  this  time  to  point  out  that  with  the  help  of  an 
alerted  public  many  of  the  crimes  involving  burglaries  could  have 
been  averted.  Also  the  work  load  increased  tremendously.  Al- 
though we  were  undermanned,  your  police  department  has  done 
its  work  diligently  and  efficiently  as  humanly  possible. 

As  your  Acting  Chief  of  Police,  I wish  to  thank  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  department,  Civil  Defense  per- 
sonnel and  all  the  other  departments  for  the  cooperation  given 
me  in  the  past  year.

Recreation  Commission 


1969  - 1970 

Approximately  4,000  residents  of  Fairhaven  were  directly 
and  indirectly  affected  by  the  activities  of  the  Fairhaven  Recrea- 
tion Commission  created  by  a vote  of  the  town  meeting  last 
March;  and  Commissioners  are  pleased  to  report  this  year  the 
program  has  been  most  successful  and  will  continue  to  grow, 
town  meeting  members  willing,  in  1970. 

Appointed  to  the  Commission  were  Ceorge  R.  Graves,  who 
subsequently  was  named  Chairman  by  vote  of  the  other  members; 
and  Paul  A.  Gauvin  was  voted  Vice-Chairman.  Members  of  the 
board  also  include  Antone  Medeiros,  Walter  Silveira,  Jr.,  Albert 
Borges,  Mrs.  Mary  Battaini  and  Miss  Rita  Steele.  Mrs.  Ruth  Ann 
Perry  was  appointed  Secretaiy  for  the  board. 

Adult  program  in  athletics,  carried  on  at  minimal  expense 
through  cooperation  of  the  School  Department  and  its  custodial 
staff,  was  the  Commission’s  first  undertaking.  Approximately 
forty  men  and  young  men  attend  twice  weekly  athletic  sessions 
at  Hastings  Junior  High  School  and  some  thirty  of  them  partici- 
pated in  a Suburban  Basketball  League,  which  includes  the 
towns  of  Dartmouth,  the  Old  Rochester  District  towns  and  Acush- 
net. 


After  receiving  $5,540  from  the  town  for  the  1969  budget, 
the  Commission  launched  a junior  athletic  program.  A total  of 
more  than  500  boys  and  girls  registered  for  tumbling  and  gym- 
nastics with  an  average  attendance  on  any  given  Saturday  of 
about  100  in  each  division.  All  of  the  above  programs  run  for 
thirty  weeks. 

A basketball  program,  a clinic,  under  the  direction  of  Tommy 
Mendell  drew  ninety  young  boys  from  Fairhaven,  who  are  learn- 
ing the  fundamentals  of  basketball;  and  who  should  prove  an 
asset  to  the  town  in  later  years. 

Also  conducted  in  the  Fall  was  a tennis  clinic  that  drew  an 
enthusiastic  crowd  of  more  than  100  adults  and  youth,  both  male 
and  female.  The  clinic  was  such  a success  another  is  planned 
for  the  Spring.  The  Commission  owes  a debt  of  gratitude  to 
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Raymond  Barbero,  Nat  Guy,  Tom  Mendell,  Ed  Twarog  and  Joe 
Filipek,  all  outstanding  tennis  players,  for  their  most  generous 
offer  to  conduct  the  clinic  without  fee. 

The  Commission  also  hired  the  best  gymnastics  instructors 
available  for  the  junior  program.  They  were  George  Demers  for 
the  boys  and  Sally  DaSilva  for  the  girls;  and  hired  Julianne  Lawton 
to  conduct  the  adult  women’s  program.  They  are  all  to  be  com- 
mended for  tackling  a difficult  task  and  for  doing  so  well  at  it. 

In  addition,  the  Commission  assisted  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  — busy  as  it  is  — in  the  administration  of  the  summer  play- 
ground program  and  the  Town  Beach  at  West  Island  and  found 
this  task  a pleasant  one  enhanced  by  the  excellent  cooperation  of 
the  B.P.W. 

The  Commission  also  cooperated  with  the  Millicent  Library 
in  providing  a series  of  interesting  and  informative  lectures  for 
the  women  of  the  town.  The  brunt  of  this  task  was  placed  on  li- 
brary personnel  and  their  efforts  resulted  in  an  average  attendance 
of  more  than  fifty  women,  which  the  Commission  considers  out- 
standing. 

In  addition.  Commissioners  worked  very  closely  with  efforts 
of  some  citizens  to  bring  lights  to  Cushman  Park;  and  it  is 
hoped  this  will  be  accomplished  in  a few  short  months. 

The  Commission  plans  to  re-initiate  youth  field  days,  and 
is  negotiating  with  the  management  of  an  indoor  swimming  pool 
in  efforts  to  have  a swimming  program  included  in  the  town’s 
recreation. 

Thanks  must  go  to  many  Fairhavenites  for  their  support  and 
interest  in  providing  the  youth  of  this  town  with  the  opportu- 
nities of  good  organized  recreation,  and  not  least  of  these  are 
the  town  meeting  members  who  gave  the  Commission’s  efforts 
such  a wonderful  vote  of  confidence.

Fairhaven  Planning  Board  meetings  of  1969  looked  to  the 
future  and  eonsisted  mostly  of  public  hearings  and  discussions 
pertaining  to  amendments  to  improve  Fairhaven’s  zoning  by-laws 
for  the  best  interests  of  all  persons  concerned.  The  Board  always 
has  in  mind  the  effect  zoning  has  on  all  people  of  the  tov\Ti 
and  tries  to  make  amendments  wherever  justified.  Many  amend- 
ments pertaining  to  land  use  have  been  made  to  benefit  the  public 
and  thereby  establish  a happy  community. 

Subdivision  rules  and  regulations  were  also  modified  in  1969. 
The  last  ten  years  saw  a decline  in  our  dairy  industry,  a large 
agricultural  complex  valued  at  two  million  dollars.  Much  of  the 
land  which  had  been  used  primarily  for  dairy  and  market  gar- 
dening is  being  disposed  of  for  industrial  and  business  sub- 
division complexes. 

The  Town  should  take  immediate  steps  to  add  to  the  already 
owned  acreage  for  conservation  and  recreation  for  future  genera- 
tion’s use  especially  in  our  undeveloped  shore  properties.  There 
is  already  in  the  works  a buyer  for  large  tracts  of  land  particularly 
on  our  south  shore  in  the  East  Fairhaven  area. 

Recreational  business  has  become  year  round  throughout  the 
nation.  Our  Master  Plan  stresses  the  immediate  need  for  forty 
acres  for  recreation  and  parks  in  various  sections  of  town.  Let  us 
ever  be  mindful  that  there  is  a great  desire  for  a developer  to 
build  a trailer  park.  A report  will  also  be  made  this  year  by  a 
committee  on  a municipal  golf  course. 

The  Town  should  also  look  to  the  future  for  larger  dumping 
facilities.  Where  as  the  situation  is  problematical,  perhaps  to  re- 
gionalize would  be  the  solution. 

Membership  in  the  SMRPED  has  benefited  the  Town  in  ser- 
vices well  in  excess  of  the  per  capita  tax.  Services  provided  in- 
clude feasibility  studies  which  encompass  professional  engineering 
studies  on  land  use  recommendations.  Our  delegates  have  presented 
petitions  for  funds  for  water,  recreation,  industrial  park  and 
sewer. 

This  is  the  era  of  Ecology,  the  spacing  of  peoples  and  of 
institutions  and  their  resulting  interdependency  ( dependent  on 
each  other)  intercity. 

The  planners  should  take  steps  in  containing  as  much  of  the 
good  productive  farm  lands  as  feasible.  Large  structureable  de- 
velopments belong  in  urban  city  to  reduce  the  potential  land 
pollution  in  suburban  areas.  Stop  building  in  watershed  unless  it 
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is  sewered.  Reforest  the  town  forest  and  acquire  additional  land 
for  the  same  program  of  tree  planting. 

Building  and  hottoping  large  tracts  create  drainage  problems 
and  reduces  our  storage  of  ground  water.  Natural  state  of  land 
absorbs  water  into  an  underground  reservoir  thereby  assuring  the 
containment  of  a much  needed  supply. 

Water:  If  the  land  in  Tinkhamtown  cannot  produce  water, 
sell  the  land  and  acquire  new  land  that  will  produce  water  — 
now!  Farmers  for  generations  have  located  water  without  expen- 
sive engineering,  and  professional  water  finders  can  be  of  great 
service. 

1969  has  been  a year  of  happy  relationships  with  all  depart- 
ments. May  this  good  will  continue  through  1970. 

His  wisdom, 
advice,  and  congenial  personality  has  aided  us  greatly  in  our 
deliberations.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  PLANNING 
AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

It  has  been  a very  busy  year  in  the  district  which  takes  in 
twenty-nine  cities  and  towns  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts.  We 
have  attended  fifteen  meetings  in  Taunton  and  other  towns. 

The  following  activities  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Plan- 
ning and  Economic  Development  District  included  Fairhaven 
in  1969. 

West  Island 

A study  was  undertaken  and  will  soon  be  made  available 
to  the  town  on  the  development  of  West  Island. 
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Water  Improvements 

The  District  has  contacted  various  town  groups  and  the 
consultant  in  an  effort  to  expedite  work  on  the  problem  of  in- 
adequate water  supply. 

After  Fairhaven  took  over  the  water  company  in  March  1969, 
we  as  delegates  applied  for  funds  to  construct  a new  pumping 
station  and  to  lay  four  miles  of  pipe,  the  size  depending  on 
how  much  water  they  find,  and  standpipes  of  5,000,000  gallons 
or  oxer. 

Our  report  from  the  Regional  Planning  District  was  that 
there  arc  no  funds  axailable  at  this  time,  but  there  are  funds 
available  for  the  study  of  w^ater  only. 

Sewage  Improvements 

The  staff  had  done  some  preliminary  w^ork  on  the  sewage 
prol)lem  in  the  town  beyond  that  specified  in  the  regional  Water 
and  Scwver  Study  Report  (TAMS  Report).  This  w^ork  indicates 
in  part  that  certain  portions  of  the  town  may  qualify  for  Federal 
assistance  for  w^ater  and  sew^er  facilities  through  the  Farmer’s 
Home  Administration  in  addition  to  that  already  available  from 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  FTrban  Development. 

Site  Planning  and  Development  of  Park  Land 

The  District  prepared  a package  of  information  on  State 
and  Federal  programs  of  assistance  and  application  procedure 
for  funding  under  these  programs. 

Munigipally  owned  golf  courses 

The  District  investigated  and  reported  on  the  present  status 
of  programs  in  this  area. 

Historic  Districts 

The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Develop- 
ment District  researched  and  reported  to  the  Historic  Society  on 
the  procedure  of  establishing  an  Historic  District  and  its  benefits. 

In  addition  to  the  preceding  activities  listed,  Fairhaven  was 
also  included  in  several  regional  studies  by  the  District. 

Phases  I and  II  in  the  Regional  Water  and  Sew^er  Study  are 
complete,  and  Phase  HI,  the  final  phase  dealing  wuth  imple- 
mentation, is  nearly  completed. 

The  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  for  the  entire 
region  w^as  completed  in  August. 

The  Initial  Housing  Element,  a FIUD  re(piirement,  is  a 
survey  of  the  housing  situation  in  the  District,  and  was  completed 
in  December. 
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Law  Enforcement  Planning  — The  regional  law  enforeement 
program  is  six  months  old  and  will  continue  through  1970. 

Open  Spaee  and  Recreation  — The  regional  plan  for  Open 
Space  and  Recreation  has  begun  and  will  be  completed  in  1970.

LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Millicent  Library 
For  the  Year  1969 

This  past  year  has  reflected  what  an  active  role  a library  with 
complete  physical  facilities  and  a full  staff  to  implement  the 
program  can  play  in  the  community.  The  emphasis  on  the 
library  as  the  information  center  and  the  gradual  adoption  of 
methods  of  learning  and  enjoyment  other  than  the  book  is 
indicated  below. 


Adult  Programs 

Because  the  library  now  has  space  available  for  extra-curri- 
cular activities,  an  active  program  for  adults  was  begun  early 
in  1969.  The  newly  formed  Fairhaven  Recreation  Council,  of 
which  the  Librarian  is  a member,  was  anxious  to  begin  a cultural 
program  for  adidts.  The  program  was  developed  by  the  library 
and  was  offered  to  the  public  on  Tuesday  mornings  from  9:30 
to  10:30  a.m.  for  six  weeks,  January  28  through  March  18,  and 
for  eight  weeks,  October  7 through  November  25:  “Budgeting 
and  Finance,”  George  A.  Bunnell,  Jr.;  “Interior  Decoration,”  Ruth 
Atkinson;  “Community  Nursing,”  Mary  Elizabeth  Kirk;  “Manners 
and  Fashions,”  Evelyn  Geary;  “Legal  Knowledge  for  the  Home- 
maker,” Guy  Volterra;  “Period  Flower  Arranging,”  Harriet  Tucker; 
“Antiques,”  Janet  Smith,  License  4^1  Kingston;  “Buying  Stocks,” 
\\7lliam  T.  Shannon;  “Current  Events,”  Everett  S.  Allen;  “Arts 
and  Crafts,”  Mary  Ellen  Seeley;  “Architecture,”  Julian  Underwood; 
“Styles  Best  for  You,”  Estelle  Tripp;  “Landscaping  Your  Home,” 
Marinus  VanderPol;  “Hair  Styling,”  Mr.  Roger.  Books  on  the 
subject  featured  were  on  display  each  week,  and  special  booklists 
were  available  at  most  of  the  programs.  The  average  attendance 
was  fifty,  which  was  most  encouraging  to  the  planners. 

Classes  in  Yoga  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  Martha  Berg  in  our 
new^  auditorium  during  the  early  months  of  the  year,  and  dis- 
cussion groups.  Girl  Scout  leaders  and  various  town  committees 
also  made  use  of  our  building. 

Special  invitations  to  meet  in  our  newly  decorated  quarters 
w ere  accepted  by  the  Cape  Cod  Library  Club  and  the  Art  Group  of 
the  College  Club  in  April,  the  Village  Green  Library  Club  in 
October  and  the  Reading  Group  of  the  Padanaram  Congregational 
Church  in  November. 


Children’s  Programs 

The  immediate  success  of  the  1968  pre-school  program  was 
reflected  in  the  enthusiasm  of  the  thirty  little  people  wKo  at-

tended  the  second  registration  on  Tuesday  mornings,  9:30  to 
10:30  a.ni.  January  7 through  June  23.  At  the  last  program,  Mrs. 
Robinson,  the  Children’s  Librarian,  presented  certificates  for  good 
listening  to  the  youngsters  and  then  conducted  the  group  through 
the  Children’s  Museum  in  Dartmouth. 

The  first  session  of  the  1969-1970  pre-school  season  opened 
September  16  and  ended  December  16,  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  thirty-eight.  The  final  program  included  a Christmas 
theme  with  music,  games  and  gifts. 

The  New  Bedford  Head  Start  teachers  brought  in  their  morn- 
ing and  afternoon  classes  for  story  hours  from  January  through 
May.  Over  two  hundred  of  their  children  came  to  visit  our  library. 

Other  groups  asked  to  come  and  see  our  new  rooms.  Mrs. 
Robinson  conducted  a tour  and  story  hour  for  the  second  grade 
classes  from  Rochester;  Cirl  Scouts  from  the  area  were  given  a 
tour  and  a lecture  on  library  procedures;  fourth  grade  classes 
from  the  East  Fairhaven  School  also  had  a tour  and  instruction 
in  the*  use  of  the  library. 

During  National  Library  Week  in  April,  Mrs.  Robinson  held 
a special  story  hour  for  kindergarten  classes  and  showed  the 
film  “The  Emperor’s  Nightingale”  to  an  audience  including  all 
age  groups. 

The  Wednesday  morning  summer  programs  for  children  at- 
tracted 1,200  listeners.  July  9 through  August  20  featured  Polly 
Burroughs  of  Edgartown,  author  of  “The  Honey  Boat”;  Johnny 
Sisson  with  his  clown  and  circus  act;  the  Harwich  Junior  Players 
acting  out  scenes  from  E.  B.  White’s  “Charlotte’s  Web”;  Trudy 
Brown  from  Little  Compton,  storyteller;  the  films  “Get  Wet”  on 
water  sports  and  “The  Olympic  Elk”,  a Walt  Disney  production; 
and  Doris  Ashley  from  the  Dartmouth  Children’s  Museum  with 
her  live  reptiles. 

A very  busy  Children’s  Book  Week  was  held  at  the  library 
in  November.  There  was  a special  pre-school  story  hour  with 
parents  invited  to  offer  the  parents  an  opportunity  to  know  how 
to  communicate  with  little  people  through  games,  storytelling  and 
play  reading;  and  also  provide  ideas  for  dealing  with  bored  or  sick 
children  at  home.  This  same  session  was  repeated  for  kinder- 
garten teachers  and  classes. 

John  Ackerman,  Sunday  Editor  of  the  Standard-Times,  pre- 
sented a color  slide  illustrated  talk  on  mountain-climbing  cog  rail- 
roads. On  display  for  the  audience  which  incl  ded  adults,  was  his 
newly  published  book  “Mountain-Climbing  Trains.” 

The  week  ended  with  a puppet  show  presented  by  Dorothy 
Rankin.  Six  hundred  children  watched  the  puppets  perform  “Ae- 
sop’s Fables”  and  other  stories. 
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Mrs.  Robinson  attended  many  professional  meetings  and 
workshops  during  the  year.  She  was  asked  to  be  hostess  for  the 
day,  November  4,  at  the  Herald-Traveler  Book  Fair  at  New 
England  Mutual  Mall  in  Boston.  Besides  the  many  book  reviews 
she  presented  during  the  day,  she  introdueed  author  Natalie 
Sa\  age  Carlson  to  the  1,000  ehildren  and  teaehers  from  the  greater 
Boston  area. 


Exhibits  and  Gifts 

The  new  Rogers  Room  is  now  offieially  an  art  room.  Mr.  Au- 
brey Cartwright,  a great-grandson  of  Henry  Rogers,  presented 
the  librar\'  with  a gift  to  allow  the  new'  room  to  be  eonverted 
into  a much  needed  art-exhibit  area.  Eight  beautiful  African 
w'alnut  bookcases  were  executed  to  match  the  paneling.  All  the 
art  and  art  reference  books  may  now’  be  found  in  this  one  room. 

A series  of  art  exhibits  and  displays  in  the  Rogers  Room  w’as 
inaugurated  in  May,  Art  Month.  Fairhaven  artists  Milton  K. 
Delano,  Arville  Dodge,  Dorothy  Renfree,  Joseph  R.  Rapoza,  Jr., 
Jack  Thomson  and  Margo  \’olterra  presented  an  exciting  exhibition 
during  the  entire  month. 

At  that  time  a beautiful  collection  of  shells,  recently  given 
to  the  library  by  Mrs.  Olive  Ladd  Brown,  was  placed  permanently 
in  one  of  the  \el\et-lined  wall  cases  at  the  north  end  of  the 
room.  The  other  two  cases  ha\’e  been  housing  collections  to 
be  displayed  over  a period  of  months,  pictures  made  from  pressed 
pansies  and  other  wild  flowers,  made  by  Mrs.  Ethel  Nuttall, 
and  a magnificent  mineral  collection,  featuring  colorful  crystals, 
loaned  by  Mr.  Raymond  H.  Hoefel. 

During  July  and  August  eighty-eight  pictures  taken  by  the 
five  staff  photographers  of  the  Standard-Times  drew*  hundreds 
of  enthusiastic  \iew’ers.  The  works  of  E.  Milton  Sih’ia,  Edw’ard 
P.  Rosa,  Da\'id  Crowell,  Ronald  L.  Rolo  and  Hank  Seaman  offered 
a new’  dimension  to  art.  An  Open  House  in  August  featured  a 
brief  talk  Iw  Mr.  Sih  ia  and  a question  period  for  the  photography 
fans,  including  the  Photography  Club. 

In  October,  Mary  Lindenberg  loaned  her  interesting  paintings 
of  Cuttyhimk;  and  in  November  and  December  John  P.  Lanigan, 
Standard-Times  artist,  offered  thirty-five  of  his  political  cartoons 
wliich  will  go  from  here  to  a permanent  collection  at  Syracuse 
University. 

The  library  recei\ed  many  wonderful  donations  in  1969.  The 
Portuguese  Travel  Bureau  sent  colorful  posters  for  our  new’  audi- 
torium and  prints  of  Portuguese  artists.  Mr.  Charles  Lawton  pre- 
sented the  sketch  book  of  Lemuel  Eldred,  one  of  the  area’s 
best  known  artists  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Peter 
Grinnell  donated  a large  portion  of  their  children’s  library,  as 
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well  as  a mahogany  library  table  that  is  now  in  the  center  aisle 
in  the  stack  area. 

Contributions  for  books  and  records  were  given  by  Mrs.  Philip 
E.  Young,  Mrs.  Bradford  Luther,  Caroline  Bouvier  and  the  mothers 
of  Mrs.  Robinson’s  pre-school  class.  Many  friends  gave  books 
and  periodicals  with  special  thanks  to  Earl  J.  Dias,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  his  generosity.  The  C.A.L.  Foundation 
sent  its  second  annual  check  for  the  library’s  use. 

Memorials 

There  appears  to  be  a greater  emphasis  on  living  memorials 
recently  in  the  form  of  book  funds  and  gift  books.  Two  new 
memorial  book  funds  were  instituted  during  1969,  one  in  memory 
of  John  J.  Oliveira  and  the  other  in  memory  of  Mary  Amaio  Paar, 
both  patrons  and  friends  of  the  library.  After  Mrs.  Paar’s  death, 
her  friends,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Rogers  and  the  Sconticut  Tribe 
YMCA  Indian  Guides,  gave  two  very  lovely  books  on  flowers  in 
her  memory. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eliot  R.  Mowat  gave  a gardening  book  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  Fred  Hubbard;  Nye’s  Store  and  its  employees 
donated  a book  on  sailing  ships  in  memory  of  Charles  Radcliffe; 
and  Susan,  Steven  and  Stuart  Rogers  gave  a book  in  memory  of 
their  great-grandmother,  Frances  Whitworth. 

The  Fairhaven  Benevolent  Society  presented  the  library  with 
a plant  at  Christmas  in  memory  of  Anna  Tripp  Cary. 

Other  Library  Activities 

A fiberglass  window  was  built  outside  to  protect  the  stained 
glass  windows  from  vandalism.  A new  catalog  case  was  bought  for 
the  Work  Room;  two  tables  and  eight  chairs  for  the  Reference 
Room,  and  a tape  recorder  to  be  used  mainly  in  the  Children’s 
Programs. 

Mrs.  Agnes  Hewitt,  a dedicated  library  assistant  for  twenty 
years,  retired  in  February.  Mrs.  Hewitt’s  skill  in  mending  and  pro- 
cessing materials  has  saved  the  library  countless  costly  bindery 
bills.  Mrs.  Jay  Quinn  was  hired  in  July  as  Processing  Assistant. 

The  library  added  2,697  books  in  1969  and  withdrew  112, 
leaving  a total  of  61,787  in  its  collection.  2,763  books  were  cata- 
logued: 1,693  adult,  233  young  adult,  593  juvenile,  244  foreign. 

Circulation  of  books,  records,  pamphlets  and  pictures  was 
81,245.  1,860  borrowers  registered,  884  of  this  total  representing 
new  registrants.  The  total  now  registered  at  the  library  is  5,659 
or  33.8%  of  the  population  served. 
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The  reference  use  of  the  library  increases  daily,  although 
no  record  is  kept  of  telephone  requests  or  the  use  of  books  and 
periodicals  in  the  library.  The  photo  copy  machine  provides  speed 
and  accuracy  in  full-filling  the  mounting  demands  for  information 
service. 

During  the  year  staff  members  attended  professional  meet- 
ings throughout  the  state,  and  the  Librarian  was  called  upon  to 
give  book  talks  and  conduct  tours  of  the  library. 

Conclusion 

What  seems  most  striking  then  is  the  definite  impetus  which 
has  been  given  to  The  Millicent  Library  activities  since  the  open- 
ing of  our  new  addition.  Public  interest  and  staff  enthusiasm 
have  opened  new  vistas  before  us  with  the  challenge  to  keep  pace 
with  the  ever  changing  library  scene.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven: 

We  are  pleased  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  School  Report 
of  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools,  including  reports  of  the  Super- 
intendent and  other  administrative  staff  members  for  the  calendar 
year  1969. 

The  School  Committee  is  empowered  under  Section  37,  Chap- 
ter 71  of  the  General  Laws  with  “a  general  charge  of  all  public 
schools,  including  evening  schools  and  evening  high  schools, 
of  all  vocational  schools  and  departments  where  not  otherwise 
provided  for.  It  may  determine,  subject  to  this  Chapter,  the 
number  of  weeks  and  hours  during  which  the  schools  shall  be  in 
session  and  shall  make  such  regulations  as  to  attendance  therein.” 
The  responsibilities  of  the  School  Committee  for  the  direction  of 
the  school  system  under  Chapter  71  is  to  serve  generally  as  a 
legislative  and  judicial  agency  for  the  operation  of  the  public 
schools.  Thus,  the  School  Committee  serves  as  a regulatory  and 
policy-making  body,  as  well  as  serving  in  a quasi-judicial  capa- 
city over  the  executive  functions  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  the  administrative  staff.  The  School  Committee  has  spent 
thirty-nine  (39)  evenings  in  official  meetings,  as  well  as  numerous 
other  meetings  and  functions,  which  they  have  felt  it  necessary  to 
attend  as  the  representatives  of  the  community  and  its  school 
system. 

Your  School  Committee  considers  itself  to  be  the  elected 
representatives  of  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven,  and  we 
solicit  the  support  of  the  community  by  attendance  at  School 
Committee  meetings,  by  securing  facts  on  school  problems  and 
policy  decisions  and  by  aiding  the  communication  of  facts  con- 
cerning your  schools.  You  are  invited  at  all  times  to  communicate 
with  the  school  administration  in  order  to  bring  specific  areas 
of  concern  to  their  attention.  If  you  do  not  receive  satisfaction 
from  the  administration,  the  opportunity  will  be  afforded  to 
discuss  the  problem  with  the  School  Committee  lor  a policy 
decision. 

A review  of  the  minutes  of  the  School  Committee  reveals  a 
considerable  portion  of  meeting  time  being  spent  in  consideration 
of  programs  in  operation  and  programs  being  proposed  for  the 
individualization  of  instruction  of  students  and  for  the  more 
effective  internal  operation  of  the  school  system. 
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The  School  Committee  is  particularly  concerned  with  the 
disproportionate  amount  of  time  it  has  had  to  spend  on  discipli- 
nary hearings  with  individual  students  throughout  the  year.  It 
is  perhaps  a sign  of  the  times,  which  is  evidenced  by  a lack  of 
respect  for  authority  and  lack  of  concern  for  others,  as  well  as 
the  insecurities  evidenced  in  society  which  have  made  this  neces- 
sary. 


Consequently,  in  order  to  open  more  lines  of  communication, 
the  School  Committee  is  endeavoring  to  open  direct  communica- 
tions with  elected  representatives  of  the  student-body  in  the 
same  way  that  direct  communications  have  been  effected  with 
the  various  areas  of  the  staff.  We  hope  that  a continuing  dialogue 
in  consideration  of  areas  of  mutual  concern  of  botli  students  and 
staff  will  result  in  better  understanding  and  a lessening  of  necessity 
for  the  Committee  to  serve  in  their  judicial  capacity. 

We  have  continued  our  concern  in  the  development  of  the 
continuous-learning  or  nongraded  program  within  our  schools. 
Although  the  progress  appears  to  be  slow,  we  feel  we  have 
made  some  progress  in  the  development  of  curriculum  and 
methods  of  reporting  to  parents,  but  considerably  more  time  must 
be  spent  in  the  development  or  organizational  patterns  and  in 
determining  the  format,  both  of  organization  and  of  (curriculum, 
that  will  be  necessary  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

We  have  been  pleased  to  note  that  our  school  system  has 
been  able  to  secure  $66,248.00  in  federal  funds  for  the  imple- 
mentation of  special  programs  within  our  schools  for  the  calendar 
year  1969.  Some  of  these  amounts  were  direct  grants  for  children 
of  federally-connected  parents.  Other  grants  were  on  a contractual 
basis  to  operate  specific  programs  under  various  federal  titles. 
Specific  mention  in  greater  detail  is  made  in  other  reports  with- 
in the  Fairhaven  School  Report. 

The  School  Committee  would  like  to  express  their  sincere 
appreciation  for  the  cooperation  oi  tlie  various  Town  departments 
and  Town  offices,  especially  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Police 
and  Fire  Departments,  the  Town  Accountant,  Treasurer’s  Office, 
Planning  Board,  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. The  School  Committee  is  especiiillv  appreciative  of  the 
liaison  and  cooperation  with  the  School  Facilities  Planning  Com- 
mittee. 

On  many  occasions,  responsibilities  of  other  Town  depart- 
ments have  overlapped  the  responsibilities  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, and  it  has  been  the  pleasure  of  the  School  Committee 
to  cooperate  wherever  possible  with  other  Town  Departments; 
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and  we  have  been  most  happy  to  receive  the  cooperation  of  other 
Town  Departments  in  the  operations  of  the  school  system. 

In  conclusion,  may  we  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to 
the  townspeople  of  Fairhaven  for  their  support,  understanding, 
and  spirit  of  cooperation  as  well  as  our  appreciation  to  those 
staff  members,  who  are  directly  involved  with  the  School  Com- 
mittee in  implementing  the  policies  of  the  school  system  for  the 
welfare  of  the  students  we  serve. 

We  commend  to  your  attention  the  reports  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  and  other  administrative  staff  members,  which 
are  included  herewith  in  our  annual  School  Report.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Fairhaven  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town 

of  Fairhaven: 

In  accordance  with  Sections  3 and  4 of  Chapter  72  of  the 
General  Laws  and  the  adopted  policy  of  the  Fairhaven  School 
Committee,  I have  the  honor  of  submitting  my  twelfth  annual 
report  as  Superintendent  and  the  115th  such  annual  report  of 
the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools,  of  which  we  have  record. 

It  is  with  a sense  of  deep  awareness  of  the  responsibilities 
which  have  been  mine  for  the  past  eleven  and  one-half  years 
that  I make  this  annual  report.  The  progress  that  we  have  made 
throughout  the  years  has  been,  in  my  opinion,  quite  significant. 
However,  none  of  us  in  this  business  in  the  fast  changing  society 
in  which  we  live  can  afford  to  be  complacent  nor  rest  upon  our 
laurels.  The  whole  structure  of  society  is  in  the  process  of  change. 
The  importance  of  continuing  communication  dialogue  between 
student  and  teaeher,  between  staff  and  administration,  and  between 
the  general  public  and  both  staff  and  administration  is  becoming 
increasingly  more  important  in  order  that  mutual  understanding 
and  cooperation  be  ereated  to  a mutually  desirable  end. 

We  have  much  to  do  in  the  various  areas  of  administration 
in  trying  to  systematize  our  operations  into  well-formulated  pro- 
cedures in  order  that  the  major  emphasis  of  administration  ean 
be  placed  in  areas  of  leadership  and  in  providing  stimulus  for 
change  and  improvement  rather  than  upon  “drivership”,  direetion, 
and  unilateral  action. 

A school  system  is  not  the  physieal  faeilities  nor  numbers 
of  students  and  staff,  but  it  is  a eolleetion  of  individuals  mutually 
banded  together  for  the  purpose  of  learning  and  diseovering. 

The  legal  responsibility  of  the  Sehool  Committee,  the  Super- 
intendent, and  administrative  staff  for  the  edueational  eompetenee 
and  progress  of  pupils  is  shared  by  many  within  a sehool  system. 
We  have  expressed,  both  in  philosophy  and  in  aetion,  a dediea- 
tion  to  the  ideal  of  individualization  of  edueational  opportunities 
in  the  community  of  Fairhaven.  I am  sincerely  pleased  to  acknowl- 
edge the  sharing  of  this  dedieation  in  the  fiseal  and  poliey  im- 
plementation of  the  Sehool  Committee,  and  in  the  day-to-day 
coneern  of  179  staff  personnel,  both  teaehers  and  administrators. 
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who  assist  me  in  my  administration.  Building  and  maintaining 
the  efficiency  of  the  school  system  can  be  accomplished  only 
by  a teamwork  effort  on  the  part  of  all  concerned.  I would,  there- 
fore, be  the  first  to  admit  that  any  success  I have  had  within 
the  school  system  and  any  professional  stature  the  school  system 
has  attained  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the  energy,  devotion,  and 
hard  work  of  the  staff,  both  professional  and  classified. 

I have  been  privileged  to  work  with  a very  fine  School  Com- 
mittee during  the  past  year,  who,  although  they  do  not  always 
agree  with  me  nor  with  other  members  of  the  staff,  have  evi- 
denced in  their  action  a sincere  desire  for  continual  improvement 
and  a genuine  support  of  the  efforts  of  the  school  system.  The 
School  Committee  members  have  a thankless  task,  for,  in  many 
ways,  the  good  that  they  do  goes  unnoticed  or  accepted  matter- 
of-factly.  They,  too,  as  well  as  members  of  the  staff,  have  evi- 
denced a dedication  to  an  ideal,  a dedication  to  the  general  wel- 
fare of  our  pupils,  our  people,  and  our  community.  They  serve 
as  a policy-making  body  and  a legislative  agency  for  the  school 
system,  and  it  is  their  responsibility  to  deliberate  on  proposals 
from  the  staff,  from  the  public,  and  other  sources,  and  to  re- 
present the  lay  public  in  exercising  their  judgment.  No  one  can 
ever  know  or  truly  appreciate  the  long  hours  of  unselfish,  unpaid 
service  and  the  untiring  efforts  they  give  on  behalf  of  our  child- 
ren and  our  public.  No  one  can  appreciate  the  amount  of  time, 
effort,  and  study,  which  they  must  give,  as  members  of  the 
School  Committee,  outside  of  sehool  committee  meetings  in  order 
to  l^ecome  an  effective  member  and  to  be  adequately  prepared 
for  the  decision-making  at  school  committee  meetings.

PRESENT  STAFF 

Our  present  staff  consists  of  156  full-time  and  4 part-time 
professional  employees  and  90  employees  classified  under  Civil 
Service  for  a total  full-  and  part-time  staff  of  270  persons. 
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CURRICULUM  DEVELOPMENT 


Each  year,  it  is  my  custom  to  report  to  the  townspeople 
and  to  the  School  Committee  relative  to  the  implementation  of 
curriculum  revisions  and  developments  throughout  the  school 
system.  During  the  summer  of  1969,  we  held  two  workshops  — one 
in  mathematics  at  the  elementary  school  level  and  one  for  science 
for  all  of  the  science  areas  in  grades  K-12. 

The  elementary  school  math  program  consisted  of  the  devel- 
opment of  sequences  and  mathematics  skill-sheets  for  the  mathe- 
matics program  under  the  Continuous  Learning  organization  with- 
in the  elementary  schools.  A discussion  will  be  held  in  greater 
depth  on  the  Continuous-Learning  Program  in  the  report  of  the 
Coordinator  of  Elementary  Education. 

A committee  of  teachers,  comprising  two  from  the  High 
School,  two  from  the  Junior  High  School,  and  two  from  the  elemen- 
tary schools,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Raymond  Boyce 
of  the  Science  Department,  spent  three  weeks  organizing  and 
outlining  a sequence  of  science  program  offerings  from  grades 
1-12.  This  program  is  presently  in  the  process  of  being  typed 
and  reproduced  and  will  be  implemented  in  September,  1970. 


Plans  are  being  formulated  for  a continuation  of  the  non- 
graded  arithmetic  program  in  the  elementary  schools  during  the 
summer  of  1970. 

We  have  undertaken  a new  program  of  adult  enrichment 
under  the  directorship  of  Mr.  Fernando  Silva.  This  program  in- 
volves 17  offerings,  having  a total  enrollment  of  375  adults  from 
the  community.  It  was  oversubscribed  in  a majority  of  the  areas, 
and  at  present  there  are  224  on  the  waiting  list  for  the  second 
semester  of  classes.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  School  Committee 
to  request  the  approval  of  the  community  of  the  acceptance  of 
the  Vocational  Act,  which  will  allow  us  to  extend  this  program 
and  receive  reimbursement  in  many  areas  of  50  per  cent  of  the 
total  cost.  It  is  our  feeling  that  the  community  has  exhibited 
their  desire  that  such  courses  be  offered  on  many  occasions, 
by  means  of  questionnaires  and  surveys  which  have  been  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  community.  They  have  certainly  res- 
ponded and  the  will  of  the  people  has  been  fulfilled.  We  have 
been  very  gratified  with  the  enrollment  and  tlie  high  degree 
of  attendanee.  We  are  most  happy  to  make  available  our  faeilities 
for  this  purpose;  for  after  all,  the  faeilities  of  the  sehool  system 
belong  to  the  people  of  the  Town. 
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It  is  our  feeling  that  many  programs  offered  in  the  public 
schools  should  be  made  available  to  adults  as  well  as  to  students, 
and  any  programs  offered  should  be  offered  without  charge  to 
any  participant  from  the  community.  We  are  a service  agency  and, 
increasingly,  all  school  systems  will  be  playing  a larger  and 
larger  part  in  the  lives  and  careers  of  all  people,  adults  as  well 
as  children,  in  the  future.  Therefore,  I would  welcome  suggestions 
from  the  community  of  better  ways,  and  for  different  programs, 
b\'  which  we  may  serve. 

In  response  to  our  commitment  to  provide  service  to  the 
community,  we  are  in  the  process  of  experimenting  with  the 
establishment  of  a program  in  family  and  personal  health  and 
social  counselling  in  order  to  provide  open  forum  discussions 
for  both  students  and  adults  to  combat  the  problem  of  narcotics 
and  dangerous  drugs  with  our  young  people  and  to  assist  in 
o\'crcoming  the  communications  gap  between  parents  and  their 
children  and  between  the  school  system  and  its  pupils.  The 
School  Committee  has  generously  approved  the  appointment  of 
Miss  Anne  Hayes,  an  energetic  and  progressive  senior  member 
of  the  DepartiTK'nt  of  Physical  Education,  to  a new  position  as 
Coordinator  of  this  program.  We  are  hoping  that  this  position 
will  be  expanded  to  a full-time  position  and  will  involve  the 
teaching  of  e\'cning-school  sessions  for  adults  and  “rap”  sessions 
for  young  people,  which  will  be  open  to  all  members  of  the  com- 
mnnit}’,  whether  or  not  they  are  actually  enrolled  in  other  pro- 
grams within  the  school  system. 

I am  indeed  indebted  to  so  many  areas  of  the  community 
which  hav(^  ser\x^d  on  the  School  Health  Council  with  members 
of  the  staff  during  the  past  year,  and  I am  pleased  to  see  new 
lay  uKunbers  rc'cently  joining  the  group.  This  group  has  studied 
th(‘  problem  of  narcotics  and  narcotics  education  within  the 
scliool  s\’stem  and  talk(>d  with  young  people,  and  indeed  they 
ha\’(*  some  students  on  its  membership.  The  family  and  personal 
health  program  has  been  approved  as  a result  of  their  efforts. 
This  conimittc'e  has  been  so  successful  and  so  active  in  its  en- 
deavors o\'er  the  past  two  years,  that  w^e  have  suggested  to  the 
Board  of  Selc^ctmcm  that  a similar  committee  be  officially  named 
by  Town  Meeting  to  serve  in  a similar  capacity  for  the  community 
as  a w'hole.  Th(“  members  of  the  School  Health  Council  serve  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  John  Haaland  of  the  High  School  faculty 
and  now'  n'milxa-  over  ten  members,  w'ho  are  actively  participating. 


NEED  FOR  FACILITIES 

As  you  w'ill  note  from  the  beginning  of  this  report,  we  are 
grow'ing.  D(‘spite  a decrease  in  the  municipal  birthrate,  as  recorded 
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in  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  beginning  five  or  six  years  ago,  our 
enrollment  has  progressed  from  2943  as  of  October  1,  1967, 

to  3097  on  October  1,  1968,  to  3208  on  October  1,  1969,  an 

increase  in  two  years  of  265  pupils.  If  one  were  to  assume  an 
average  of  twenty-five  pupils  per  classroom,  one  could  easily 
see  that  the  enrollment  of  the  school  system  has  increased  by 
ten  classrooms  in  a period  of  two  years.  This  is  not  generally 
extraordinary  growth,  but  if  this  continual  growth  occurs  year  after 
year,  it  is  obvious  that  in  a very  short  time  our  available  space 
will  be  saturated. 

At  the  present  time,  we  feel  that  we  are  becoming  quite 
well  filled.  There  are  no  unused  classrooms  in  any  of  the  school 
facilities  at  the  present  time.  In  fact,  there  are  ten  basement 

rooms,  libraries,  health  rooms,  or  small  areas  within  our  school 

system  which  are  presently  serving  the  instructional  needs  of 
children,  which  were  never  designed  for  this  purpose  and  which 
should  he  eliminated  as  soon  as  possible. 

Certainly,  if  it  is  mandatory  that  we  implement  plans  for 
the  institution  of  kindergartens  by  1973  and  if  we  are  to  imple- 
ment some  of  the  courses  which  will  be  required  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  (under  the  proposed  minimum  curri- 
culum standards,  which  are  expected  to  be  adopted  in  the 
spring  or  summer  of  1970),  it  is  extremely  necessary  that  we 
begin  to  look  forward  to  the  alleviation  of  the  space  problem 
as  soon  as  possible  and  to  plan  for  the  future. 

The  School  Facilities  Survey  Committee  has  met  many  times 
this  year  and  during  their  meetings  have  consulted  with  members 
of  the  staff  and  members  of  the  School  Committee.  They  have 
inspected  the  facilities  on  numerous  occasions  and  have  studied 
the  enrollment  projection  figures,  and  it  is  expected  that  they 
will  be  requesting  consideration  of  a proposal  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a School  Planning  Committee  at  this  year’s  Town  Meeting. 
It  is  imperative  that  the  community  act  upon  this  matter  as  soon 
as  possible,  as  it  will  take  a minimum  of  six  months  for  a School 
Planning  Committee  to  draw  up  and  review  educational  specifica- 
tions and  come  up  with  concrete  proposals  for  the  approval  of 
a bond  issue  subsequent  to  the  erection  of  additional  facilities. 


FEDERAL  AID  TO  EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAMS 

Federal  assistance  to  local  educational  agencies  is  becoming 
an  established  fact.  This  federal  subvention  has  been  especially 
welcomed  in  the  states  such  as  Massachusetts  which  rank  very  low 
in  the  category  of  state  assistance  to  cities  and  towns  for  school

purposes.  During  the  1969  fiscal  year  federal  funds  received  total- 
led $66,248.90.  This  lesser  amount  in  funding  from  previous  years 
reflects  the  general  cutback  in  federal  spending  on  the  domestic 
level.  Monies  were  received  under  a variety  of  funding  laws  and 
were  applied  within  State  and  Federal  guidelines  to  a number 
of  compensatory  programs:

E.S.E.A.  Title  I funds  were  expended  in  a summer  program 
which  provided  developmental  training  for  primary  level  pupils 
and  also  allowed  for  further  development  and  refinement  of 
curriculum  materials  on  the  primary  level. 

Title  I funds  were  also  employed  in  following  this  program 
through  with  a school-year  program  which  provided  remedial 
assistance  for  pupils  in  need  of  it. 


E.S.E.A.  Title  II  funding  added  a large  number  of  library 
books  to  all  elementary  school  libraries. 


Partial  furnishing  of  an  additional  typewriting  room  at  the 
High  School  was  accomplished  with  the  use  of  funds  from  the 
Business  and  Vocational  Education  Act. 


Our  second  year  of  funding  under  E.S.E.A.  Title  VI  allowed 
for  the  continued  operation  of  the  program  for  Perceptually 
Handicapped  children. 

The  closing  of  a federal  agency  in  the  area  as  well  as  the 
cutback  in  civilian  employees  at  others  indicates  that  this  may 
be  the  last  year  in  which  Fairhaven  will  be  eligible  to  receive 
funds  under  Public  Law  874.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  Fair- 
haven  Public  Schools  will  meet  the  basic  requirements  of  serving 
required  numbers  of  children  of  federally-connected  parents. 

The  Adult  Basic  Education  Program  is  in  its  third  year  of 
operation.  It  is  provided  to  serve  adults  who  have  not  acquired 
the  basic  skills  in  mathematics  and  language. 
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The  future  outlook  for  federal  funding  of  public  school  edu- 
cation is  one  of  temporary  diminuation  of  funds.  It  appears, 
however,  that  the  federal  government  will  be  a permanent  part 
of  the  over-all  school  funding  scheme. 


CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  make  special  mention  of  the 
retirement  of  Miss  Helen  Newton,  who  has  served  long  and  faith- 
fully as  a teacher  and  vice-principal  of  the  Rogers  School.  Miss 
Newton  has  dedicated  her  life  to  the  service  of  children  and  has 
spent  countless  hours  in  the  development  of  the  instrumental 
music  program  and  she  is  greatly  missed  by  those  of  us,  who  had 
the  privilege  of  serving  with  her. 

Another  retirement  was  that  of  Mrs.  Christina  Marques,  a 
teacher  at  East  Fairhaven  School,  who  served  this  system  for 
sixteen  years.  We  are  sincerely  appreciative  to  her  for  her  long 
service. 


It  is  with  great  regret  that  I announce  the  retirement  on 
December  31,  1969,  of  Mrs.  Helen  R.  Porter,  Coordinator  of 
Elementary  Education,  who  has  served  in  the  system  since  as 
a teacher  at  Tripp  School,  Rogers  School,  and  East  Fairhaven 
School;  and  who  served  as  principal  of  the  East  Fairhaven  School 
prior  to  her  appointment  July  1,  1958  as  Coordinator  of  Elemen- 
tary Education. 


Under  Mrs.  Porter’s  guidance  the  curriculum  within  the  ele- 
mentary schools  has  been  greatly  enhanced  by  her  dedication 
and  sincere  commitment  to  the  welfare  of  individual  pupils.  No 
one  will  ever  know  how  many  youngsters  have  been  directly  or 
indirectly  affected  by  the  career  of  this  devoted  lady.  Having 
worked  with  Mrs.  Porter  very  closely  and  having  considered  her 
my  good  right  arm  for  the  past  twelve  years,  I deeply  regret 
her  leaving  us,  for  I,  personally,  shall  miss  her  wise  counsel  and 
her  cheerful  approach  to  problems.  All  of  those,  who  have  been 
associated  with  her,  wish  her  a most  happy  and  enjoyable  retire- 
ment. 


I am  pleased  to  announce  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Victor  L. 
Brunette,  who  has  been  appointed  on  an  acting  basis  to  replace 
Mrs.  Porter  in  a slightly  different  capacity  as  Assistant  Super- 
intendent for  Elementary  Education.

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Report  of  the  Elementary  Coordinator 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School  Committee,  and 
the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven,  I submit  my  12th  and  final  report  as 
elementary  coordinator  of  Crades  Pre-Primary  through  Sixth. 

It  has  been  my  custom  in  the  past  to  report  to  you  on  the 
continued  development  in  our  elementary  schools  and  it  has  been 
vitally  important  that  we  evaluate  these  programs  as  we  look 
to  the  future  to  determine  long-range  goals. 

Our  present  teaching  personnel,  other  than  specialists  and 
administrators,  has  reached  a grand  total  of  70  classroom  teachers. 
This  does  not  include  the  six  part-time  reading  assistants  em- 
ployed under  the  Title  I reading  program  or  the  five  tutors 
of  the  perceptually  handicapped.  Over  a span  of  11  years,  in 
which  I have  been  the  elementary  coordinator,  this  is  an  in- 
crease of  fifteen  classroom  teachers,  plus  eleven  paraprofessionals. 
In  looking  at  these  figures,  we  should  compare  the  classroom 
enrollment  figures.  Our  enrollment  in  1959  was  1284.  In  October, 
1969  our  enrollment  was  1713,  an  increase  of  429  children.  These 
figures  should  enlighten  you  as  to  the  steady  increase  in  staff. 

At  the  present  time,  we  have  no  more  available  classroom 
space  in  our  schools.  This  year  a new  pre-primary  classroom  was 
made  by  sectioning  off  part  of  the  East  Fairhaven  cafeteria.  Due 
to  the  ever  increasing  enrollment  at  the  East  Fairhaven  School, 
it  is  going  to  be  necessary  to  section  off  another  part  of  the 
cafeteria  in  order  that  we  have  three  second  grades  to  take  care 
of  the  children  who  will  be  advancing  to  this  level.  At  the 
Wood  School,  the  teachers  had  to  give  up  their  dining  room  in 
order  to  use  this  space  for  another  pre-primary  classroom. 

In  reading  and  arithmetic,  we  have  continued  to  work  towards 
developing  a Continuous  Learning  Program.  This  summer  an 
arithmetic  committee  worked  to  develop  skills  and  material  for 
grades  4-6.  This  committee  also  decided  to  develop  the  materials 
toward  a team-learning  approach,  as  this  is  the  best  technique  to 
use  in  order  to  meet  individual  differences. 

A summer  workshop  in  science  was  also  approved  in  order 
to  develop  and  expand  the  present  curriculum,  so  that  there  would 
be  a greater  coordination  from  pre-primary  through  Grade  12. 
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We  have  added  a new  section  to  our  present  pre-primary 
curriculum  in  order  to  keep  it  up  to  date  and  to  include  new 
materials  and  techniques  that  are  on  the  market. 

During  the  Title  I pre-primary  summer  program,  a school 
readiness  handbook  was  also  compiled  for  parents,  containing 
information  on  the  pre-school  child.  I feel  that  the  teachers  who 
worked  to  develop  this  booklet  should  be  congratulated.  There 
is  a wealth  of  material  to  guide  parents  in  helping  children  to 
get  ready  for  that  wonderful  experience  — their  first  year  in  school. 

In  evaluating  the  Continuous  Learning  Program,  I would 
like  to  divide  it  into  three  phases:  planning,  establishing,  and 
maintaining.

Phase  I — Planning 

Time  has  been  spent  in  reading  books,  reviewing  films,  visit- 
ing nongraded  schools,  and  setting  up  a nongraded  workshop. 
Teachers,  who  have  been  involved  in  our  pilot  program,  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  visit  other  school  systems,  to  inquire  and  to 
learn  about  other  such  continuous  learning  programs.  I would 
certainly  recommend  this  type  of  procedure,  especially  for  the 
teachers  in  the  other  five  elementary  schools.  Teachers  have  worked 
together  to  develop  educational  objectives,  skills,  attitudes  and 
understandings  that  can  be  understood  by  children  and  adults. 
In  this  area,  we  have  included  consultants,  who  have  helped  to 
develop  skill  sheets  and  curriculum,  as  well  as  share  their  points 
of  view  in  this  type  of  education. 
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Phase  II  — Establishing 

At  this  phase,  I feel  that  we  have  reached  a point  where  we 
must  identify  teachers  and  administrators  within  the  system  who 
are  capable  of  becoming  internal  change  agents,  finding  a way 
to  free  them  for  more  planning  in  making  changes.  This  could 
take  place  in  grade  level  meetings,  in-service  education,  or  during 
released  time.  Teachers  and  administrators  need  to  have  the 
time  to  cope  with  problems  essential  to  provide  change.  By  this, 
I mean  to  answer  such  questions  as:  What  about  the  child  who 
has  finished  the  second  reader  before  the  Christmas  holidays; 
the  child  who  is  ready  to  read  the  first  day  in  the  first  grade? 
What  answers  should  be  given  to  the  teacher  who  remarks  that 
Johnny  should  have  remained  longer  in  a certain  level,  or  a 
child  who  is  immature  and  needs  to  be  developed  in  social  skills? 
It  should  be  recognized  that  these  things  should  not  be  done 
after  school,  when  the  teacher  should  be  planning  for  her  next 
day  s lessons  or  helping  children  who  need  extra  help,  but  should 
take  place  during  the  school  day.  This  is  the  reason  that  a request 
in  the  budget  has  been  submitted  to  provide  for  qualified  sub- 
stitutes who  can  free  teachers  for  this  much  needed  work.  More 
time  should  be  spent  on  public  relations.  I envision  some  of  this 
being  accomplished  by  having  more  parent-teacher  conferences, 
having  parents  work  with  teachers  on  reporting  procedures,  hav- 
ing parents  volunteer  the  time  to  come  in  and  work  as  teacher 
aides  when  necessary. 

Phase  III  — Maintaining 

All  considerations  listed  under  planning  and  establishing  a 
nongraded  school  are  important  in  the  continuing  effectiveness 
in  the  operation  of  the  schools.  To  me,  this  third  step  should  be 
the  step  that  focuses  most  on  the  school  as  a center^  of  inquiry, 
to  provide  time,  both  in  school  and  out,  to  personalize  learning 
experiences  in  order  that  teachers  can  and  must  become  more 
skillful  as  diagnosticians,  more  sensitive  to  all  persons  in  the 
school  and  more  knowledgeable  in  content,  skill  development, 
and  structure.  When  this  phase  takes  place,  then  a Continuous 
Learning  Program  can  move  in  order  that  we  may  meet  the 
needs  of  individual  children. 

The  following  reports  are  from  the  various  educators  who 
serve  in  the  field  of  elementary  education: 
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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  STATE  AND 


FEDERALLY-AIDED  PROGRAMS 


A continuing  recognition  of  perceptual  handieaps  as  a cause 
of  school  failure  has  resulted  in  the  expansion  of  our  program 
during  the  1969  sehool  year.  Spaee  for  these  teaehing  functions 
has  been  diffieult  to  find.  Areas  utilized  for  this  purpose  have 
ineluded  libraries,  health  rooms,  cellar  spaee,  stairwells  and  clo- 
sets. The  space  problem  has  been  alleviated  in  two  elementary 
schools  by  the  acquisition  of  a mobile  teaehing  unit.  The  Travelab 
serves  one  school  in  the  morning  and  another  in  the  afternoon. 
It  is  furnished  and  equipped  with  the  perceptually  handicapped 
ehild  speeifieally  in  mind.  Funds  for  the  acquisition  of  this  teach- 
ing lab  were  provided  under  Title  VI  of  the  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education  Act. 


Educational  programs,  which  provide  for  individual  differ- 
enees,  are  expensvie  programs.  This  has  been  reeognized  on  the 
state  level  and  special  programs  for  children,  handicapped  in 
a variety  of  ways,  are  reimbursed  by  the  state  in  an  amount 
equal  to  50%  of  program  eosts.  Beeause  of  these  eosts  and, 
more  important,  the  critieal  nature  of  these  programs,  we  have 
eontraeted  with  Boston  University  for  an  evaluation  of  the  per- 
eeptual  handicapped  program.  The  purposes  of  this  assessment 
are:  to  examine  our  present  resourees  and  personnel  in  order  to 
determine  if  they  may  be  utilized  more  effeetivly  and,  seeondly, 
to  solicit  suggestions  from  the  evaluation  team  for  improving  tech- 
niques utilized  in  this  program.  The  results  of  this  survey  are 
expected  in  January  of  1970.  This  service  is  being  funded  by 
ESEA  Title  VI.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  READING  SPECIALISTS 


Two  Reading  Specialists  serve  the  Fairhaven  Elementary’ 
Schools.  The  Primary  Unit  Specialist’s  duties  involve  thirty-six 
classroom  teachers,  three  Special  Classes,  and  six  Reading  Assist- 
ants. The  Specialist  for  the  Intermediate  Levels  supervises  thirty 
classroom  teachers  and  seven  tutors  for  the  Perceptually  Handi- 
capped. 

The  Reading  Specialists  act  as  supervisors  / consultants  and 
perform  many  duties  such  as:  conferring  with  principals,  teachers, 
students,  and  parents;  observing  teacher-instruction  and  pupil- 
behavior  in  classrooms;  testing  diagnosing,  and  evaluating  stu- 
dents; studying  new  instructional  materials  and  researching  the 
reading  field;  improving  instruction  by  devising  techniques  and 
methods  for  solving  individual  and  group  problems.  All  pre- 
school entrants  were  given  the  Gesell  Developmental  Screening 
Test  by  the  Reading  Specialists  during  the  spring  months.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  VOCAL  MUSIC  SPECIALIST 

We  are  very  happy  to  report  that  the  music  program  in 
the  elementary  schools  is  growing  “slowly  but  surely”  and  that 
we  are  anticipating  this  growth  to  show  in  the  community  more 
and  more  as  each  year  passes. 

The  vocal  music  portion  of  the  music  program  continues  to 
grow  and  demonstrate  to  the  PTA’s  and  interested  parents  what 
is  being  learned  in  the  classroom. 

In  the  Instrumental  Music  Department  of  the  elementary 
schools  we  are  finding  more  and  more  children  eager  to  take 
part  in  our  class  lesson  program  within  each  elementary  school. 
Our  latest  figures  show  that  approximately  17%  of  the  elemen- 
tary school  population  is  enrolled  in  instrumental  music  lessons, 
either  in  or  out  of  school. 
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Our  newest  venture,  instrumentally,  was  combining  all  of 
the  Elementary  School  Band  members  into  a marching  band  and 
participating  in  our  local  Memorial  Day  Parade. 

We  also  held  our  2nd  Annual  Piano  Recital  where  all  pupils, 
receiving  piano  lessons  through  our  school  program,  were  able  to 
demonstrate  what  they  had  learned. 

Our  Summer  Instrumental  Music  Program  was  enlarged  by 
having  our  out-going  sixth  grade  instrumentalists  combine  in  six 
weekly  rehearsals  in  preparation  for  their  venture  into  the  junior 
high  school  orchestra. 

This  fall  the  high  school  orchestra  and  string  ensemble  visited 
each  elementary  school  and  presented  an  assembly.  The  children 
were  very  impressed  and  enjoyed  seeing  and  hearing  the  different 
instruments,  especially  being  played  by  our  own  high  school 
students. 

All  in  all,  we  had  a very  successful  musical  year,  even  though 
our  personnel  are  stretching  themselves  a little  further  than  they 
should  in  order  to  take  care  of  the  musical  needs  of  our  children 
in  vocal  and  instrumental  music.

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  DIRECTOR 

The  Art  Program,  sequentially  structured  and  organized  to 
serve  all  students  equally,  has  developed  and  progressed  yearly. 
Through  the  years,  all  service  to  the  elementary  grades  has  been 
provided  by  one  art  educator  at  the  rate  of  one  visit  every  three 
weeks  ( 12  visits  per  year ) . The  constant  addition  of  classrooms 
and  teachers  has  diminished  the  time  and  desirable  services  that 
should  be  provided  to  both  students  and  teachers.  Further  growth 
and  suitable  equal  service  to  all  is  now  dependent  upon  an 
additional  art  educator. 

The  1969  system  wide  ART  EXHIBIT  (Grades  PP-12)  was 
presented  June  2nd  - June  6th  in  the  Rogers  School  auditorium. 
The  exhibit,  including  over  2,000  works,  provided  an  opportunity 
for  the  students,  faculty,  parents,  and  public  to  evaluate  our  pro- 
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gram  and  become  more  aware  of  the  potential  ability  of  our 
students.  Mr.  William  Farrington,  the  State  Supervisor  of  Art, 
attended  the  exhibit,  providing  knowledgeable  judgment  at  the 
state  level. 

Art,  as  presented  to  our  students,  provides  opportunities  for 
personal  identification  and  communication  through  graphic  ex- 
pression in  two  and  three  dimensional  works.  Support,  encourage- 
ment^ and  training  should  be  provided  the  young  to  aid  and 
foster  their  growth  in  ability  and  power  of  self-direction.  Mean- 
ingful investigation  and  participation  with  suitable  training  in 
skills  provides  a foundation  for  personal  pride  in  accomplishment, 
recognition,  and  appreciation  of  values  in  respect  to  originality 
and  quality  of  product,  and  finally  the  joy  of  creativity. 

Student  response  and  quality  of  work  now  produced,  indi- 
cates growth  and  increased  teacher  cooperation.  Work  in  further 
development  of  art  appreciation,  three  dimensional  products,  and 
graphics  will  be  pursued  to  continue  the  growth  of  a well  balanced 
program.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  LIBRARY  ASSISTANT 

This  year  the  work  of  the  elementary  library  assistant  in  the 
six  elementary  schools  has  consisted  of  reorganizing  volunteer 
library  workers;  work  procedures;  arrangement  of  books  on  shelves; 
mending  where  needed,  and  as  time  permitted,  the  ordering  of 
all  library  supplies  and  delivering  to  the  schools. 

Six  training  workshops  were  held,  two  of  which  were  for 
anyone  in  Fairhaven  wishing  to  attend,  including  those  mothers 
who  are  now  working  in  the  school  libraries  and  for  others  who 
might  wish  to  do  so. 

Work  on  Title  II  ESEA  book  orders  for  the  elementary  schools 
included  accessioning,  processing,  and  keeping  inventories.  This 
is  the  third  year  that  the  elementary  schools  have  been  included 
in  this  program. 

All  new  books,  purchased  by  the  school  department,  were 
checked  in  by  invoice  and  a shelf  list  file  in  each  school  was  kept 
up  to  date. 
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Because  of  tutors  and  reading  assistants  using  the  libraries 
in  the  morning,  three  schools  are  not  available  at  this  time. 
Therefore,  the  schedule  has  to  be  flexible  and  much  is  accom- 
plished by  working  around  the  library  sessions  when  children 
are  taking  books  out.  Much  of  the  paper  work  has  been  done 
at  home  where  a typewriter  is  available  and  records  are  kept 
for  referral. 

In  the  fall,  a list  of  health  books,  which  were  recommended 
for  the  elementary  schools,  was  compiled.  This  included  physiology, 
nutrition,  drugs,  smoking,  etc.  Copies  have  been  made  available 
to  each  principal  for  future  ordering  of  such  material  and  to 
the  Fairhaven  Health  Council,  who  requested  this  list. 

I would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  volunteer 
mothers  who  give  so  much  of  their  time  and  effort  in  the  schools 
which  their  children  attend.

REPORT  OF  THE  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DIRECTOR 

The  elementary  physical  education  program  is  an  integrated 
one  of  games,  rhythmics,  gymnastics,  and  athletics  under  the 
supervision  of  our  two  specialists. 

A great  deal  of  time  is  spent  in  the  lower  grades,  teaching 
the  basic  skills  which  tend  to  improve  coordination,  agility,  and 
the  fundamentals  that  lead  to  greater  proficiency  in  the  more 
advanced  activities  that  are  taught  the  following  years. 

Stress  is  placed  on  physical  fitness,  sportsmanship,  and  learn- 
ing to  play  together.  Two  national  fitness  tests,  the  A.A.U.  and 
the  A.A.H.P.E.R.  tests,  are  used  to  evaluate  the  physical  pro- 
gress of  each  student.  Individual  and  school  records  are  recorded 
and  tabulated  so  that  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the  pro- 
gram become  evident. 

Last  year  we  were  very  pleased  by  the  increased  number  of 
students  who,  by  their  exceptional  ability  on  the  physical  fitness 
tests,  qualified  for  the  highest  possible  award  — the  Presidential 
Award. 
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It  is  our  aim  to  stress  physical  fitness  more  and  more  in  the 
elementary  program,  and  hope  that  in  the  near  future,  the  amount 
of  time  available  to  physical  education  can  be  increased.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I present  my  second  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Fair- 
haven  High  School. 


CLASS  OF  1969 

On  June  11,  1969,  Mr.  Walter  Silveira,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
School  Committee,  presented  diplomas  to  201  seniors.  Fifty-nine 
percent  of  the  graduates  entered  schools  of  higher  learning  in 
September.  Of  that  percentage,  thirty  percent  are  attending  schools 
offering  a baccalaureate  degree.  Approximately  ten  percent  en- 
tered the  anned  services  and  among  those  enlisting  was  a young 
woman.  Twenty-seven  percent  have  found  employment  in  thirty- 
six  business  or  industrial  establishments  in  the  Greater  New  Bed- 
ford Area. 

Highlighting  the  graduation  exercises  was  the  presentation 
of  a student  panel  discussion  directed  by  Mrs.  Paul  L.  Knipe, 
Head  of  the  English  Department.  The  panelists  were  Shirley 
Carreiro,  Joanne  Robitaille,  Peter  Harriman,  and  John  Medeiros 
and  their  topic  was  “Some  Positive  Areas  of  Youthful  Involvement 
in  Modem  Society."’

GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Guidance  Department,  with  assistance  from  outstanding 
students,  initiated  a “tutoring  service”  program  available  to  all 
students  in  need  of  additional  help.  This  service  is  available  during 
study  hall  periods  and  at  the  end  of  the  school  day. 

Three  members  of  the  Junior  class  received  “Letters  of  Com- 
mendation” for  their  performance  in  the  National  Merit  Scholar- 
ship Qualifying  Test  given  annually  in  the  spring  of  the  year. 
This  placed  them  among  the  top  two  percent  of  the  nation’s 
young  people  to  be  so  honored.  The  recipients  of  these  awards 
were  Philip  T.  Gidley,  Jane  Howland  and  Steven  Slade. 


ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

The  English  Department  members  continue  to  meet  frequently 
in  small  and  large  discussion  groups  as  they  endeavor  to;  (1)  adapt 
continuously  the  English  curriculum  to  individual  language  needs 
of  a wide  range  of  scholastic  abilities;  (2)  satisfy  the  language 
demands  of  higher  institutions  of  learning  and  (3)  fulfill  res- 
ponsibilities in  meeting  minimum  requirements  for  pupils  with 
language  deficiencies  who  will  enter  the  labor  market  immediately 
upon  graduation. 

Early  in  January,  the  English  Department,  sponsored  a per- 
formance of  William  Shakespeares  “MacBeth”.  The  presentation 
staged  by  the  National  Shakespeares  Company  of  New  York 
was  enthusiastically  supported  by  students  and  other  townspeople. 
This  was  a Junior-Senior  High  School  English  Departmental  pro- 
ject of  which  Miss  Susan  Trafton  was  Chairman. 

The  annual  “Voice  of  Democracy”  essay  contest  sponsored 
by  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  and  Auxiliary  was  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Knipe.  Twenty-one  contestants  entered  ori- 
ginal manuscripts.  Claudia  Sobral  placed  first  in  the  Fairhaven 
High  School  Contest.  Shelly  Lauzon  and  Philip  T.  Gidley  ranked 
second  and  third. 


SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 

The  introduction  of  the  revised  Courses  of  Study  is  now  largely 
accomplished.  Continued  adaptations  are  being  made  to  keep  the 
program  in  line  with  our  objectives  and  abreast  of  the  latest  de- 
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velopments  in  the  Social  Studies  field.  This  is  done  by  constantly 
introducing  new  materials  and  methods.  At  the  moment  in  several 
courses  plans  are  being  made  to  experiment  with  Simulation 
Games. 


FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  DEPARTMENT 

This  last  year  again  seems  to  have  been  a banner  year  for 
student  accomplishments  in  the  field  of  foreign  languages.  Pur- 
suing our  objectives  of  trying  to  strive  for  bi-lingualism  especially 
as  regards  oral  mastery  by  the  students,  we  have  found  an  ever 
growing  number  of  students  who  are  able  to  converse  quite 
freely  in  French. 

The  area  of  greatest  expansion  has  been  Spanish  where  for 
the  first  time  ever,  there  are  five  classes.  We  are  in  the  process  of 
offering  Spanish  at  a lower  level.  Grade  IX,  in  order  to  provide 
eventually  a four  year  sequential  course. 

The  French  Glub  did  successfully  produce  a twenty-minute 
movie  with  French  sound  track.  This  venture  is  perhaps  a first 
for  high  schools  in  this  area. 


SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Science  Department  conducted  a summer  workshop  for 
the  development  of  a program  of  studies  in  all  grades,  from 
Grade  I to  Grade  XII.  Mr.  William  Page  of  Project  GOD  pro- 
vided the  committee  resource  materials  and  his  experience  in  the 
development  of  aims  and  objectives  for  this  new  program. 

With  the  procurement  of  additional  equipment  all  high  school 
courses  have  been  improved  and  updated:  in  Biology,  increased 
use  of  live  specimens  for  microscopic  study;  in  Ghemistry,  ex- 
panded use  of  molecular  models  and  orbital  models  to  study  the 
chemical  bonds  and  in  Physics,  sophisticated  equipment  was  in- 
troduced for  the  study  of  light,  including  a low  power  laser. 
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Barry  Fisher,  class  of  69,  and  Mr.  Boyce,  Head  of  the  Science 
Department,  were  selected  to  attend  a conference  at  the  Bell 
Telephone  Laboratory  in  Murray  Hill,  New  Jersey. 

Steven  Veillieux,  one  of  our  top  ranking  senior  students,  at- 
tended the  “Atoms  for  Youth  Conference”  in  Chicago  which  is 
sponsored  by  the  New  Bedford  Gas  and  Edison  Light  Company. 


MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Mathematics  Department  has  reorganized  the  general 
mathematics  curriculum  with  the  introduction  of  new  textbooks 
and  the  improvement  of  the  course  content.  The  current  trend  to- 
day is  a desire  by  most  students  to  further  their  education.  The 
above  change  provides  college  credit  in  mathematics  for  the  gene- 
ral student. 

The  young  people  in  the  advanced  mathematics  classes  are 
anxiously  awaiting  the  electronic  calculating  equipment  which 
was  used  on  a trial  basis  last  year. 


BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT 

One  of  the  most  satisfying  acquisitions  in  some  time  is  now  in 
full  operation  in  the  Business  Department  — a second  typewriting 
room.  This  room  is  equipped  with  twenty-five  new  typewriters, 
chairs  and  adjustable  desks.  We  are  now  able  to  offer  Personal 
Typewriting  as  an  elective  to  all  students. 

We  have  expanded  our  curriculum  in  another  area,  also; 
as  a pilot  program  we  are  offering  a course  in  Accounting  III  to 
a group  of  selected  students.  Preliminary  findings  indicate  that 
we  will,  undoubtedly,  want  to  make  this  a permanent  part  of 
our  program. 


ATHLETICS  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Fairhaven  High  School  is  committed  to  physical  education, 
including  an  athletics-for-all  program,  as  an  essential  part  of  the 
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total  educational  program.  Its  purpose  is  to  provide  each  student 
full  opportunity  for  a satisfying  experience  in  physical  activities 
for  the  achievement  of  health  and  physical  fitness. 

With  the  purchase  of  portable  equipment  we  are  able  to 
now  use  the  Larch  Avenue  auditorium  as  a girls’  gymnasium. 
These  separate  facilities  allow  for  smaller  classes,  thus  permitting 
more  time  for  instruction  and  new  activities.  Girls  field  hockey 
is  now  possible  and  we  intend  to  field  a team  in  the  Capeway 
Confenmce  league  next  year,  along  with  volleyball  and  basketball. 

The  additional  facilities  make  it  possible  to  assign  all  stu- 
dents, excluding  those  with  doctors’  certificates,  a minimum  of 
two  gymnasium  periods  per  week. 

Interscholastic  sports  for  boys,  under  the  control  of  the 
Capeway  Conference,  include  football,  basketball,  baseball,  track, 
tennis  and  golf.  When  more  playing  areas  become  available  we 
would  like  to  include  soccer  in  our  sports  program.  Congratula- 
tions should  be  extended  to  the  football  team  for  a fine  season. 


LIBRARY 

Lack  of  space  is  still  a major  problem  of  our  library  pro- 
gram. With  the  increase  each  year  of  new  volumes  we  now  must 
rely  heavily  on  portable  carts  for  storage  space. 

This  year  we  expanded  our  library  services  by  making  avail- 
able a “bookmobile”  in  our  study  halls.  Portable  carts  stacked 
with  paperbacks  allow  students  who  have  completed  their  home- 
work an  opportunity  to  select  reading  material  of  their  own  choice. 
We  feel  that  this  program  will  encourage  students  to  do  more 
reading. 


HOME  ECONOMICS,  INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  AND  ART 


The  demand  for  Foods  increased  our  course  offering  by  one 
period  and  if  this  continues  we  will  need  a full  time  teacher 
next  year. 
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Whenever  possible  we  assign  youngsters  within  their  own 
groups  in  Shop  and  Mechanical  Drawing  but  because  of  limited 
facilities  it  is  necessary  at  times  to  schedule  some  students  hetero- 
geneously or  eliminate  them  from  the  program. 

Lack  of  facilities  in  our  Art  Department  limits  the  number 
of  students  who  may  enroll  in  this  program.  The  addition  of 
a full  time  teacher  would  allow  more  students  to  select  Art  as 
an  elective. 


MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  Orchestra,  Band  and  Choral  groups  again  gave  out- 
standing performances  throughout  the  year.  Many  of  our  young- 
sters have  been  selected  to  participate  in  the  All-District  Concert 
and  All-State  Festival  to  be  held  in  1970. 

With  the  increasing  number  of  students  participating  in 
Music  at  the  Elementary  and  Junior  High  School  levels,  we 
are  looking  forward  to  an  expanded  program  at  the  senior  high 
school. 


CONCLUSION 

Space  is  still  a problem  at  Fairhaven  High  School  and  it  will 
continue  to  grow  as  a result  of  the  increased  enrollment  at  the 
Hastings  Junior  High  School  and  expansion  of  course  offerings 
and  changes  in  curriculum  at  the  senior  high  school. 

The  immediate  needs  at  the  high  school  are  the  follow- 
ing: a resource  materials  center,  a larger  room  for  the  Art  De- 
partment, expansion  of  the  Industrial  Arts  Program,  added  labora- 
tory facilities  and  the  relocation  of  the  Cuidance  Department. 

The  year  1969  did  bring  about  many  changes  which  added 
to  our  overall  program.  The  addition  of  a girls  gymnasium,  a 
second  typewriting  room,  a summer  workshop  in  Science  and 
revised  courses  of  study  in  many  departments  contributed  to 
the  enrichment  of  all  our  students.  We  await  the  new  decade 
and  its  challenge  with  enthusiasm. 

In  closing  I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Harriman  and  the 
School  Committee  for  their  continued  assistance  and  cooperation 
and  to  the  faculty  and  staff  at  the  high  school,  my  sincere  grati- 
tude for  their  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

Junior  High  School  Principal 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I present  herewith  my  second  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  Elizabeth  I.  Hastings  Junior  High  School. 

As  we  opened  our  doors  for  the  school  year  1969-70,  the 
school  enrollment  had  jumped  to  833,  which  was  42  more  stu- 
dents enrolled  than  in  the  previous  school  year.  Ready  to  do 
battle  with  the  vibrant  teen-ager  were  forty-five  full-time  staff 
members  and  four  part-time  teachers. 

The  educational  program  in  any  school  system  is  the  result 
of  many  different  factors.  It  represents  the  contributions  of  all 
of  its  teachers,  the  vision  of  the  administrative  staff,  the  policies 
and  regulations  of  the  school  committee,  and  the  support  and 
understanding  of  the  community.  The  above  mentioned  groups 
or  individuals  are  constantly  striving  to  improve  the  educational 
programs  of  our  schools.  This  is  done  by  identifying  and  obtain- 
ing agreement  on  desirable  educational  objectives.  By  giving 
direction  and  purpose  we  hope  to  set  up  sequences  of  appro- 
priate learning  experiences  to  assure  continuity.  This  leads  to 
locating  and  organizing  subject  matter  and  instructional  resources 
to  make  the  learning  experiences  meaningful  and  effective.  Our 
major  goal  is  not  to  teach  youngsters  what  to  think  but  how  to 
think.  We  at  the  junior  high  school  are  dedicated  to  this  task, 
and  sincerely  feel  that  we  are  traveling  along  the  road  to  success 
in  this  venture  by  incorporating  some  of  the  following  ideas. 

a.  The  Junior  High  School  music  program  is  growing  by 
leaps  and  bounds.  A forty  piece  band  and  a fifty  piece  orchestra 
are  now  permanent  features  at  the  school,  performing  twice  a 
week.  Another  highlight  was  the  musical  exchange  concert  con- 
ducted with  the  Milton  Junior  High  School  last  spring;  others 
are  in  the  works  for  this  year.  The  usually  fine  Christmas  and 
Spring  concerts  were  other  highlights  directed  by  our  music 
staff.  The  number  electing  music  in  the  ninth  grade  more  than 
tripled,  providing  a firm  basis  for  a mixed  chorus  and  ensemble 
group  programs. 

b.  Physical  Education  at  the  Hastings  Junior  High  School  is 
an  essential  part  of  our  total  educational  program.  It  is  our  in- 
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tent  to  provide  everyone  with  an  opportunity  for  participation  in 
physical  activities  as  conducted  in  the  regularly  scheduled  classes, 
as  well  as  in  interscholastic  athletics. 

Our  intramural  program  provides  sports  activities  for  boys 
and  girls  after  school  hours.  The  activities  bus  now  available  later 
in  the  afternoon  should  do  much  to  aid  this  program,  and  enable 
us  to  include  several  activities  not  now  available  to  students. 

Our  athletic  teams,  composed  of  8th  and  9th  graders,  com- 
pete with  all  teams  in  the  Capeway  Conference  in  football,  basket- 
ball, and  baseball.  In  the  near  future,  we  hope  to  add  track  to 
the  sports  program. 

The  use  of  the  gymnasium  by  the  high  school  varsity  basket- 
ball squad  during  the  winter  season  hampers  our  winter  intra- 
mural program,  and  we  hope  this  can  be  remedied  in  the  not  too 
distant  future. 

c.  Some  most  wonderful  work  is  being  done  by  our  under- 
staffed Art  Department.  Over  600  students  are  involved  in  art 
work  and  this  is  being  accomplished  by  one  full-time  art  teacher 
and  another  teacher  for  two  days  a week  only.  Paintings  that  have 
good  examples  of  perspective,  fine  water  color  and  pen  and  ink 
drawings  adorn  our  bulletin  boards  constantly,  advertising  the 
work  of  this  hard  working  department. 

d.  Another  area  of  immense  growth  is  the  Homemaking 
and  Industrial  Arts  departments.  The  foods  area  is  busy  catering 
to  our  many  school  functions.  Our  clothing  department  is  looking 
forward  to  another  highly  successful  Spring  Fashion  Show.  Be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  room  and  staff,  along  with  our  overcrowding, 
great  limitations  to  class  projects  and  activities  are  necessarily 
instituted. 

Shop  courses  are  being  taken  by  more  students  than  eve;* 
before.  Again  it  is  hoped  that  we  will  be  able  to  schedule  stu- 
dents to  double  periods.  This  increased  time  factor  will  allow 
more  meaningful  projects  and  give  instructors  a greater  latitude 
in  individual  work.  We  are  offering  two  new  units  this  year  on 
the  7th  and  8th  grade  levels.  One  is  in  basic  electricity  and 
the  other  one  is  the  principle  and  operation  of  the  internal  com- 
bustion engine.  The  students  learn  how  the  engine  operates  by 
actually  tearing  down  and  working  on  the  many  two  and  four 
cycle  engines  we  have  in  the  shop  area.  Our  objective  in  all  these 
programs  is  to  provide  the  junior  high  school  boy  who  is  inclined 
either  vocationally  or  avocationally  with  the  opportunity  to  ex- 
plore his  talents  or  abilities  in  these  fields. 
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As  in  the  past  we  have  had  student  teachers  from  Fitchburg 
State  College  training  at  the  Junior  High  School.  These  student 
teachers  have  rotated  through  the  areas  of  wood,  metals,  and 
graphic  arts.  This  not  only  improves  our  professional  climate 
but  it  also  gives  the  trainee  valuable  experience. 

e.  Science  Department  doings  were  highlighted  by  the  Sum- 
mer Science  Curriculum  Workshop.  With  assistance  from  Project 
COD,  teachers  from  all  areas  of  our  school  system  prepared  a 
proposed  science  program  to  coordinate  science  study  in  grades 
K-12.  We  are  studying  and  considering  the  following  science 
curriculum  plan  which  awaits  the  outcomes  of  a science  text- 
book adoption  committee.  Grades  7 would  have  4 periods  of 
science  and  1 period  of  health  per  week.  Grade  8 would  have 
4 periods  of  life  science  and  1 period  of  health  per  week.  The 
ninth  grade  would  have  groupings  involved  in  physical  science, 
earth  science,  and  general  science.  Curriculum  reform  is  only  one 
way  to  improve  our  instruction  in  science;  we  are  hoping  in  this 
reform  to  allow  time  for  more  individual  experimentation  and 
to  greatly  enhance  our  inductive  approach  to  the  subject.  Space 
and  staff  limitations  really  restrict  and  inhibit  the  truly  needed 
individual  approach  to  a subject  that  is  more  and  more  affecting 
our  daily  lives. 

f.  The  goal  of  the  Mathematics  Department  for  the  upcoming 
school  year  is  to  begin  a major  curriculum  study  and  to  look 
for  ways  of  creating  a smoother  transition  for  the  elementary 
school  child  entering  grade  seven.  This  can  be  accomplished  by 
a closer  working  relationship  between  the  teachers  involved. 
Much  has  been  done  in  this  respect  between  grades  nine  and  ten 
and  we  are  hoping  for  the  same  at  the  lower  level. 

At  present,  plans  are  being  made  for  a three  week  review  of 
the  entire  mathematics  curriculum  involving  teachers  from  all 
grade  levels.  The  present  curriculum  will  be  analyzed  and  probed 
for  weaknesses  and  a formal  written  course  of  study  will  be 
the  result.  New  ideas  generated  by  a group  of  teachers  away  from 
the  pressures  of  the  classroom  will  be  discussed,  and  where 
practical  will  be  incorporated  in  this  curriculum.  This  curriculum 
study  will  try  to  find  solutions  to  problems  now  in  our  program 
and  in  general  provide  better  organization  throughout  all  grade 
levels.  Our  aim  is  to  provide  a sense  of  continuity  and  articulation 
that  is  so  vital  in  the  whole  child  we  seek  to  educate. 

g.  The  introduction  of  the  new  course  of  studies  in  our 
Social  Studies  Department  has  largely  been  completed.  Most  of 
the  materials  being  used  have  proved  highly  satisfactory.  Continual 
adaptations  are  being  made  to  keep  the  new  courses  abreast 
of  the  latest  developments  in  the  Social  Studies  Field. 
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Our  weakest  area  continues  to  be  in  geography.  This  is  due 
to  an  inadequate  number  of  staff  for  these  courses.  It  has,  there- 
fore, been  impossible  to  carry  out  the  original  geography  program 
envisioned  by  our  workshop.  Plans  are  now  being  contemplated 
to  modify  and  consolidate  the  geography  program.  It  is  expected 
that  this  more  concentrated  program  will  prove  to  be  more  effective 
than  the  present  one. 

h.  The  Foreign  Language  Department  this  past  year,  once 
again,  has  provided  a greater  number  of  students  with  opportu- 
nities which  had  not  been  available  to  them  before. 

There  are  405  students  studying  French  at  the  Hastings 
Junior  High  this  year;  an  increase  of  nearly  100  students  over 
last  year.  The  projected  figure  for  September,  1970  is  470  stu- 
dents studying  French. 

The  varying  degrees  of  success  which  these  students  will  en- 
counter will  depend  largely  on  their  motivation  and  general 
interest.  With  this  in  mind,  a set  of  filmstrips  to  go  along  with 
the  basic  text  was  purchased. 

Last  year  during  our  activity  program,  a French  Club  was 
formed.  This  group  made  a trip  to  a French  restaurant  in  Boston 
which  we  hope  to  make  an  annual  affair. 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  we  can  add  to  our  Foreign  Lan- 
guage staff  for  the  coming  year.  With  the  tremendous  increase 
in  numbers,  the  possibility  of  reinstituting  Latin,  and  the  prospect 
of  introducing  Spanish  in  the  9th  grade,  the  additional  teacher 
is  mandatory. 

i.  We  have  been  fortunate  this  year  in  adding  personnel  to 
the  English  Department.  This  has  enhanced  and  fortified  our 
teachings  of  this  valuable  art  of  communication  — the  proper 
use  of  the  English  language.  Frequent  evaluation  shows  that 
good  progress  is  being  made  in  administering  to  the  language 
needs  of  pupils  who  demonstrate  a very  wide  range  of  scholastic 
abilities. 

Our  curriculum,  too,  undergoes  continuous  adjustment  to 
meet  these  needs,  and  textbook  choice  emphasizes  interest  and 
relevance.  Unfortunately,  large  class  enrollment  frustrates  best 
efforts,  and  a lower  teacher  — pupil  ratio  is  greatly  to  be  desired 
in  many  English  divisions.  This,  however,  is  a problem  in  most 
departments  so  we  shall  endeavor  to  meet  the  challange  of 
presenting  the  very  best  to  our  students  at  all  times. 
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j.  A valuable  learning  space  in  our  building  is  the  school 
library.  Over  6,000  volumes  occupy  our  overtaxed  space  and  cir- 
culation of  all  forms  of  material  has  tripled  within  the  past  ten 
years.  We  expect  the  overall  use  to  expand  even  further  as  we  are 
truly  trying  to  make  this  an  Instructional  Material  Center.  Stu- 
dents and  teachers  preview  filmstrips,  tapes,  and  records  in  a 
small  corner  of  this  facility.  The  librarian  has  done  a masterful 
job  of  coordinating  audio-visual  activities  with  her  work  in  the 
library.  Our  professional  library  improves  periodically,  with  Eng- 
lish and  History  showing  the  greatest  improvement  during  the 
past  year. 

In  closing  this  report,  I would  have  to  say  that  our  two 
greatest  needs  are  space  and  personnel.  If  we  intend  to  profit 
from  the  advantages  of  individualized  student  programs  then 
these  are  a must.  As  pupils  mature  and  receive  more  education, 
the  individual  differences  among  them  increases.  With  our  pre- 
sent system  of  grouping,  the  program  and  schedule  does  not 
meet  the  challenge  of  individual  differences. 

Two  questions  are  foremost  as  we  plan  our  work  for  im- 
proving the  stature  of  the  Fairhaven  youth.  1.  How  can  the 
educational  program  at  the  junior  high  school  best  be  adapted 
to  the  needs  of  a rapidly  changing  civilization?  2.  How  can  and 
should  the  education  offered  at  the  junior  high  school  contribute 
to  the  improvement  of  the  community,  state,  and  national  goals? 

We  are  indeed  indebted  to  many  people  for  whatever  suc- 
cess or  advancements  we  have  made  during  the  past  year.  To 
the  school  committee,  the  superintendent  and  all  of  his  adminis- 
trative staff,  we  have  greatly  appreciated  their  guidance  and  per- 
severance. To  all  of  the  department  chairmen,  a sincere  thought 
of  gratitude  for  their  vision  and  leadership  in  their  various  fields 
of  endeavors.  To  all  the  personnel  at  the  Hastings  Junior  High 
School  for  helping  us  to  implement  a hopefully  well-rounded  pro- 
gram of  instruction,  a genuine  and  understanding  word  of  thanks 
for  all  of  your  talents  and  energies. 

Finally  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven,  we  pledge 
to  you  our  unstinting  devotion  to  the  task  at  hand  — the  best 
education  possible  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  your  town.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


I present  herewith  my  twenty-seventh  annual  report  as  school 
nurse: 

There  have  been  the  usual  eye  and  ear  examinations,  all 
pupils  in  grades  one  through  twelve  were  tested.  Children  who 
were  to  enter  school  in  September  had  eye  and  ear  tests  in  May. 
Mumps  immunization  was  administered  to  Junior  High  pupils 
in  October,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Health  with  the 
school  nurses  assisting. 

In  September,  a new  nurse  was  added  to  the  staff  of  school 
nurses.  Mrs.  Judith  Pasquill  is  assigned  to  the  Hastings  Junior 
High  School,  but  is  on  call  to  other  schools  when  needed.  With 
the  addition  of  a third  nurse,  the  school  health  program  has 
been  expanded  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  all  pupils  in  the 
Fairhaven  Public  School. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  on  behalf  of  the  school  nurses 
to  thank  Mr.  Harriman  and  the  members  of  the  School  Committee 
for  their  continued  interest  in  the  school  nurses  program.

SCHOOL  ENTRANCE 

Each  child  applying  for  initial  entrance  in  the  first  grade 
of  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  must  be  six  years  of  age  on  or 
before  September  1 of  the  year  in  which  they  plan  to  enter  school 
if  they  wish  to  be  assured  of  placement  in  public  school  classes. 
Pupils  who  will  be  five  years  and  nine  months  on  September  1 
may  apply  for  entrance  on  the  basis  of  examination. 


COMPULSORY  SCHOOL  AGE 


All  children  must  attend  school  between  the  ages  of  seven 
and  sixteen  years.  Certain  exceptions  may  be  made  by  written 
permission  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  children  who 
have  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  and  have  completed  the  sixth 
grade. 
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EMPLOYMENT  OF  MINORS  UNDER  18 


Employment  permits,  sometimes  called  “school  cards”,  are  re- 
quired for  all  persons  under  eighteen  who  are  employed  in  manu- 
facturing, mechanical,  and  certain  other  establishments.  These 
may  be  obtained  at  the  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Administrative  Center,  128  Washington  Street,  or  at  the  Principals 
Office  in  the  Fairhaven  High  School.  The  minor  must  appear  in 
person  and  present  a birth  certificate  or  other  suitable  evidence 
of  age.

Moved  to  indefinitely  postpone  to  change  the  Town  By-Laws  by 
deleting  the  words,  “and  by  publishing  a copy  in  the  local  news- 
paper”, after  the  word  “meeting”  on  line  five  of  11  Town 
Meetings,  Section  1.  Seconded. 

Voted  indefinite  postponement. 

Article  69  DOG  ORDINANCE 

Moved  to  adopt  the  following  ordinance: 

Section  1 DEFINITIONS: 

As  used  in  this  ordinance  the  following  terms  mean: 

OWNER:  Any  person,  group  of  persons  or  corporation  owning, 
or  keeping  or  harboring  a dog  or  dogs. 

RESTRAINT:  A dog  is  under  restrain  within  the  meaning  of 
this  ordinance  if  he  is  under  the  control  and  beside  a com- 
petent person  and  obedient  to  that  person’s  command  or  on 
or  within  the  property  limits  of  its  owner  or  keeper. 

DOG  POUND:  Any  premises  designated  by  action  of  the  Town 
for  the  purpose  of  impounding  dogs  and  caring  for  all  dogs  found 
running  at  large  in  violation  of  this  ordinance. 

DOG  OFFICER:  The  person  or  persons  employed  by  the  Town 
as  its  enforcement  officer  and  shall  include  any  Police  Officer 
or  Constable  of  said  Town. 

Section  2 — Enforcement 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Dog 
Officer  or  Dog  Officers  and  any  Police  Officer  or  Constable  of 
said  Town. 

Section  3 — Restraint 

The  owner  shall  keep  his  dog  under  restraint  at  all  times. 

Section  4 — Impoundment 

(a)  Any  dog  or  dogs,  found  not  under  restraint  shall  be 
taken  up  by  the  Dog  Officer,  and  impounded  in  the  shelter 
designated  as  the  Town  Dog  Pound,  and  confined  there  in  a 
humane  manner  for  a period  of  not  more  than  10  days,  and  may 
thereafter  be  disposed  of  in  a humane  manner  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Dog  Officer  if  not  claimed  by  their  owners. 

(b)  The  Dog  Officer  may  transfer  title  of  any  dog  held  at 
the  Pound  to  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals 
after  the  legal  detention  period  has  expired  and  such  dog  has 
not  been  claimed  by  its  owners. 

(c)  Immediately  upon  impounding  dogs,  the  Dog  Officer  shall 
make  a reasonable  effort  to  notify  the  owners  of  such  dogs,  so 
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impounded  and  inform  such  owners  of  the  conditions  whereby 
they  may  regain  custody  of  such  dogs. 

Section  5 — Redemption  of  Impounded  Dogs 

(a)  The  owner  shall  be  entitled  to  regain  possession  of  any 
impounded  dog  upon  the  payment  of  impounded  fees  set  forth 
herein. 

(b)  Any  dog  impounded  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
and  not  reclaimed  by  its  owner  within  10  days,  may  be  humanely 
destroyed  by  the  dog  officer,  have  its  title  transferred  to  the 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  as  provided  for 
in  Section  4 (b)  or  placed  in  the  custody  of  some  person  deemed 
to  be  a responsible  and  suitable  owner,  who  will  agree  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  6 — Impoundment  Fees 

Any  dog  impounded  hereunder  may  be  reclaimed  as  herein  pro- 
vided upon  payment  by  the  owner  to  the  Dog  Officer  of  the 
sum  of  $1.00  per  day  for  licensed  dogs  and  $1.50  per  day  for 
unlicensed  dogs  for  each  day  such  dog  is  kept. 

Section  7 — Confinement  of  Certain  Dogs 

(a)  The  owner  shall  confine  within  a building  or  secure  enclosure 
every  fierce,  dangerous,  or  vicious  dog,  and  not  take  such  dog 
out  of  such  building  or  secure  enclosure  unless  such  dog  is 
securely  muzzled  and  upon  a leash.  The  Dog  Officer  may  destroy 
any  such  dog  which  is  found  not  to  be  so  confined  and  without 
such  a muzzle. 

(b)  The  owner  shall  confine  within  a building  or  secure  enclo- 
sure any  dog  that  has  been  impounded  more  than  twice  by  the 
Dog  Officer  and  not  take  such  dog  out  of  such  building  or 
secure  enclosure  unless  such  a dog  is  well  secured  by  a leash. 
Failure  to  do  so,  may  result  in  such  dog  being  taken  permanently. 

Section  8 Nuisance  Abatement 

No  person  shall  keep  or  harbor  any  dog,  whether  licensed  or 
not  which  by  habitual  howling,  yelping,  barking  or  other  noise 
disturbs  or  annoys  persons  residing  in  the  neighborhood  and 
each  day  of  keeping  or  harboring  of  such  dog  shall  constitute 
a separate  offense. 

Section  9 — Penalty 

Any  person  convicted  of  violating  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  punished  by  the  payment  of  a fine  not  to  exceed  ten 
dollars.  Seconded. 

Finance  Committee  moved  indefinite  postponement.  Seconded. 
Defeated  indefinite  postponement. 

Voted  to  adopt  ordinance  61  Yes  14  No.

The  first  committee  meeting  was  held  in  July  1968. 

There  were  two  meetings  a month  at  which  time  various 
department  heads  presented  themselves  to  discuss  their  antici- 
pated projects  which  could  be  expected  within  the  next  6 years 
and  which  would  cost  $5,000.00  or  more.  However,  due  to  the 
impending  takeover  of  various  departments  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Works,  very  little  concrete  information  was  available  from 
many  departments.  It  was  our  feeling  that,  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  town,  any  major  expenditures  in  those  departments  affected 
by  the  takeover  be  postponed  until  the  B.P.W.  has  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  evaluate  their  ecpiipment  and  to  decide  what  future 
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course  they  will  adopt.  Now  that  the  B.P.W.  is  organized,  we 
know  we  will  receive  complete  information  from  them  so  that  we 
will  be  in  a better  position  to  make  sound  recommendations  at 
the  next  Town  Meeting. 

By  1972,  Fairhaven  will  be  required  to  have  additional  school 
facilities  due  to  the  state  law  which  requires  pre-primary  classes 
etc.  As  of  yet,  we  have  not  received  any  information  from  the 
School  Facilities  Committee  as  to  the  cost  of  these  impending 
projects.  We  cannot  make  specific  recommendations  regarding 
the  Stabilization  Fund  until  we  know  these  costs.  It  is  most 
important  however  that  the  fund  be  maintained  and  increased 
where  possible  in  anticipation  of  these  future  costs:  a consider- 
able savings  in  interests  can  be  affected  by  use  of  it. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  with  two  more  mem- 
bers on  the  committee,  we  will  be  better  able  to  serve  the  town. 

According  to  the  by-laws  of  this  committee,  a new  Chairman, 
Kenneth  V.  Lavallee,  was  elected  this  Feb.,  1969  to  succeed  Daniel
